Rules for the Manageraent of Kunchan Nanbiar Memorial 2 : 

Ambalapuzha 
Whereas the Government have decided that the management of 
Kunchan Nambiar Memorial should vest in a Committee and they are 
pleased to issue the following rules for its management and administra 
tion : 

1. Subject to the control of the Government the Kunchan Nambiar 
Memorial at Ambalapuzha, its premises and all other properties shall be 
administered by a Managing Committee consisting of members including 
officials and non -officials all of whom shall be appointed by the Govern 
ment. 

2. The term of Committee shall ordinarily be three years. 

3. Headquarters: - The beadquarters of the Committees shall be at 
Ambalapuzha 

4. An official member shall cease to be a member at any time on 
relinquishment ofhis office and the vacancy will be filled up automatically 
by his successor in office. 

5. Organisation :—The Managing Committee shall be a corporate 
body and shall have a perpetual seal and may sue and be sued in its 
Corporate name. 

6. Powers and functions of the Managing Committee: 
(a ) The Committee shall have the following powers: 
(i) To make bye-laws and standing orders for the conduct of 

business of the Committee.

(ii) To pass the annualbudget of the institution subject to the 

provisionsmade in the State Budget. 
Note:-(1) The budget estimate should take into account only such 

receipts /payments as are expected to be realised /made during 

the budget year. 
(2 ) Provision for new items of expenditure shall be made 

in the budget only with the previous sanction of Govern 
(iii ) To make appointments to posts sanctioned by Government 

and to exercise disciplinary control over them . 
( iv ) ſo attend to petty constructions and repairs and to make 

additions and improvements as are found necessary upto a 
cost of Rs. 250 per annum . Where expenditure is expected to 
be above Rs. 250 the prior sanction of the Government 

should be obtained . 
(v) To constitute sub -committees for specific purpose . 
( vi) To accept Endowments from any individual or institution and 

utilise the same in accordance with the terms and conditions 

of the endowments, subject to the approval of the Government. 
(vii) To review the progress of schemes taken up for implementa 

tion of the Committee . 
(b ) Functions : 
Subject to detailed schemes being approved by the Government the 
Managing Committee shall have the following functions : - 

(i) To promote the study of Kunchan Nambiar s ideals and 

philosophy by 
(a ) Translation and dramatisation of his works. 
(b ) Arranging public meetings, seminars, conferences etc., 
(c ) Establishing and maintaining a well equipped library . 
(d ) Holding festivals during Navarathri and on the birthday of 

the Poet. 
( e) Instituting prizes , scholarships and fellowships for students. 
( ii ) To bring out an authentic biography of the Poct. 
(iii) To do any other thing that may be deemed necessary for the 

furtherence of the aimsand objects of the memorial. 
7. Officers of the Managing Committee :-(a ) The Managing 
Committee shall have the following office bearers : 

1. President. 
2. Vice -President. 
3. Secretary . 
4. Treasurer. 
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(b ) The President, the Vice- President and the Treasurer shall be 
nominated by the Government. 

8. President : The President, shall be the Executive Head of the 
• Committee and shall preside over all the meetings of the Committee. 

In the absence of the President the Vice-President will preside over the 
meeting. The Presidentshall have power to sanction all peygents con 
nected with the administration and management of the inemorial within 
the limits sanctioned by the Managing Committee. The Cresident may 
delegate his powers to the Vice -President and the Secretary as and wien 
necessary. 

9. Vice-President: - In the absence of the President; the Vice- President 
will exercise all the powers of the Preisdent. 

10. The Treasurer: The Treasurer shall be the Treasurer of the 
Committee . Subject to the control of the Managing Committee he shall 
manage the funds and investments of the Memorial. He shall scrutinise the 
accounts of the Committee and be responsible for the preparation of 
annual budget estimates and statement of accounts in consultation with 
the President and the Secretary and for their presentation to the 
Managing Committee for their approval. He shall be responsible for sceing 
that all moneys are expended for the purposes for which they are granted 
or allotted. Heshall sign all contracts made on behalf of the Managing 
Committee . The receipt issued by the Treasurer or by any other person 
or persons duly authorised in this behalt by the Managing Committee, for 
any money paid to the Committee , shall be sufficient discharge of the 
same. 

11. Secretary : - The Committee shall elect one from among them as 
the Secretary of the Committee. 

The Secretary shall be responsible for carrying out the decisions of the 
Committee and for maintaining the records of the Committee. 

Heshall be the custodian of the records and property of the memorial 
and shall be in general charge of such other property of the memorial as 
the Committeemay commit to his charge . 

He shall carry on the correspondence of the Committee or of any sub 
committee appointed by it. 

He shall be responsible for convening the meetings of the Committee. 

Heshall be responsible for exercising general supervision over the staff 
and the premises of the memorial. 

He shall maintain the accounts and registers of the Memorial subject to 
supervision by the President. 

12. Meetings of the Managing Committee: - The Committee shall 
ordinarily meet once in a quarter . But special meetingsmay be convened 
at any time at the discretion of the President or at the request of not less 
than five members of the Committee. The decisions shall be by majority 
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of votes at the meetings of the committee, and where the inembers are 
equally divided , the President shall have a casting vote . Four members shall 
form a quorum for the meetings of the Committee. A non -official, member 
who fails to attend three consecutive meetings without assigning satisfactory . 
reasons therefor, shall be liable to be removed from the committee by the 
Government. 
13. The income of the memorial shall consist of : 

(i). Maintenance grant from Government. 
( ii) Special grants for the implementation of schemes . 
(iii) Income from the premises and other properties belonging to 

the memorial. 
(iv ) Donations and public contributions. 
(v) Sule proceeds ofpublications. 
(vi) Income from endowments, if any; and 

(vii) Miscellaneous receipts . 

14. All moneys received by the Committee shall constitute a fund 
called Kunchan Nambiar Memorial Fund which shall be credited , to a 
personal deposit account in the official designation of the Treasurer, to be 
opened in the nearest Government Treasury and shall be administered in 
accordance with these rules . 

15. The proprietary right over the properties of the memorial shall be 
vested in the Government of Kerala . The Government alone can sell, 
mortage or create any kind of charge on the properties of thememorial, 

16. The accounts of the Committee shall be audited by Government 
Auditors. The final authority to take decisions on the propriety of the 
expenditure incurred by the Commitee shall vest with the Government. 

17. The Government reserve the right to take over the manage 
ment of the memcrial at any time in case they consider it necessary to 
do so in public interest. 

13. In all matters not specifically provided for in the rules and when 
ever there is any doubt in regard to the interpretation or applicability of 
these rules, the orders of the Government with respect thereto shall be final.

NOTIFICATION 
In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 12 and 36 
of the Kerala Education Act, 1958 (Act of 1959) , the Gov 
ernment of Kerala hereby make the following amendments to 
the Kerala Education Rules, 1959. These amendments shall 
be deemed to have come into force with effect on and from 
1-4-1967. 

AMENDMENTS 
In the said Rules, after Chapter XXIX , the following shall 
be added as Chapter XXX , namely : 

" CHAPTER XXX 
KERALA AIDED SCHOOL EMPLOYEES PROVIDENT 

FUND RULES 
1. Short title, Commencement and Definitions. These 
rules may be called the Kerala Aided School Employees Pro 
vident Fund Rules, 1967. 
Note . The first deduction due under these rules will be that from 

the pay for March , 1967, payable in April , 1967. 
2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) " Account Officer " means such Officer as may be 
appointed by the Government to keep the accounts of the Pro 
vident Fund of employees of aided schools ; 

(b ) " emoluments" means pay, leave salary or subsistence 
allowance as defined in the Kerala Service Rules, payable to a 
subscriber for the period concerned and includes dearness pay , 

(c ) " employees of aided schools " means teachers and non 
teaching staff of aided schools. 
Note. - Teacher includes Headmaster as per sub -rule 7 (a ) of Rule 

of Chapter 1 of the Kerala Education Rules. 
(d ) family means 

( i) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife or wives 
and children of the subscriber and the widow or widows and 
children of a deceased son of the subscriber. 


if any . 
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the 


Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife has 
been judicially separated from him or has ceased under 
customary law of the community to which she belongs to be 
entitled to maintenance, she shall henceforth be deemed to be 
no longer a member of the subscriber s family in matters to 
which these rules relate, unless the subscriber subsequently 
indicates by express notice in writing to the Account Officer 
that she shall continue to be so regarded ; and 

(ii) in the case of a female subscriber , the husband 
and children of the subscriber , and the widow or widows and 
children of a deceased son of the subscriber : 

Provided that if a subscriber by notice in writing to the 
Account Officer expresses her desire to exclude her husband 
from her family , the husband shall thenceforth be deemed to 
be no longer a member of the subscriber s family in matters 
to which these rules relate, unless the subscriber subsequently 
cancels formally in writing her notice excluding him . 
Note 1.- " Children " means legitimate children . 
Note 2.- An adopted child shall be considered to be a child when the 

Account Officer or if any doubt arises in the mind of the 
Account Officer , the Advocate-General is satisfied that under 
the personal law of the subscriber, adoption is legally recog 
nised as conferring the status of a natural child , but in that 

case only. 
Note 3. - A child of one person given in adoption to another shall not be 

considered to be the child of the former, if the Account 
Officer or if any doubt arises in the mind of the Account 
Officer, the Advocate-General is satisfied that under the 
personal law of the persons concerned such adoption is 

legally recognised and in that case only . 

( e) " Fund” means the Kerala Aided School Employees 
Provident Fund. 

( f ) " Government" , "Governor " , and " State " means 
respectively , the Government , the Governor and the State 
of Kerala . 

(g ) " leave" means any kind of leave recognised by the 
leave rules applicable to the subscriber concerned . 

(h ) " subscriber " means an employee who subscribes to 
the Fund. 

(i) " subscription " means the amount subscribed to the 
Fund monthly by an employee . 

( j) " year " means the financial year. 

(k ) the expressions the Act , department, Director , 
Educational Officer , District , sub -district and teacher shall 
have the samemeaning respectively as assigned to them in the 
Kerala Education Rules, 1959 ; 
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(1) any other expression used but not defined in these 
rules but defined in the Provident Funds Act, 1925 (Central 
Act 19 of 1925 ) or in the Kerala Service Rules shall have the 
meaning assigned to it in the said Act or Rules, as the case may 
be. 

3. Constitution of the fund . - There shall be a Fund called 
the Kerala Aided School Employees Provident Fund and the 
Fund shall be maintained in Rupees. 
Note.- The Fund is non -contributory . Neither Government nor manage 

ments of schools will contribute to the Fund . 
4. It shall be compulsory for all full time employees of 
aided schools who are either permanent or if officiating having 
a continuous service of not less than one year and who are 
governed by the rules in Chapters XXIV B or XXVII B of the 
Kerala Education Rules to subscribe to the Fund : 

Provided that any employee who has insured his life in 
the State Life Insurance (Official Branch ) will not be required 
to join the Fund if he does not want to join it. 

5 ( 1 ) The Provident Fund Account of subscribers to any of the 
existing Provident Funds to whom the rules in Chapter XXIV B 
or XXVII B of the Kerala Education Rules apply shall be dealt 
with as provided in * rules 5 and 6 of Chapter XXVII B Kerala 
Education Rules. 
Note .- Unqualified teachers appointed under rule 2 (1) of Chapter XXI 0 ! 

the Kerala Education Rules and sweepers and other stail relerred 
to in sub- rule 1 ( 3 ) of Chapter XXIV A of the said rules will not 

come under the scope of these rules. 

( 2 ) No employee who has been required or permitted to 
subscribe to a contributory provident fund shall be eligible to 
join or continue as a subscriber to the Kerala Aided School 
Employees Provident Fund while he retains his right to subs 
cribe to such a contributory provident fund. 

6. Procedure for joining the Fund.- ( 1 ) Every person who 
is to join the Fund shall submit in duplicate an application in 
Form A appended to these rules through the headmaster of 
the school where he works to the Educational Officer concerned . 
*Rules 5 and 6 of Chapter XXVII- B of the Kerala Education Rules 

reproduced. 

" B. In the case of existing subscribers to provident Fund who opt 
for these Rules the amount of their subscription in the account with the 
interest thereon shall be transferred to the new Fund to be constituted 
under theso Rules . 

" 6. The Managers contribution and interest thereon , tf any accrued 
till the date of option shall be credited to Government. There will also 
be no Government contribution to the teachers accounts under the 
Provident Fund and Government contribution if any, previously credited 
shall rovert to Government" . 
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In the case of Headmasters the applications in duplicate 
shall be submitted to the Educational Omcer direct. 

( 2 ) If the Educational Officer on examination of the appli 
cation under sub - rule ( 1 ) finds it in order, he shall immedi 
ately forward the application along with its enclosures to the 
Account Officer who shall after due processes return one copy 
to the Educational Officer after alloting an Account Number 
which will be noted in the relevant column of the application . 

( 3 ) The Educational Officer shall, on receipt of the copy 
under sub -rule ( 2 ) inform the headmaster that the applicant has 
been admitted to the Fund under Account No. (as communi 
cated by the Account Officer -- to be specified in the letter ) and 
direct him to recover subscription regularly in accordance with 
the rules of the Fund . 

7. Nominations.- ( 1) An applicant shall , at the time of 
joining the Fund , send to the Account Officer along with his 
application in Form A , a nomination conferring on one or 
more persons the right to receive the amount that may stand 
to his credit in the Fund, in the event of his death before that 
amount has become payable or having become payable , has 
not been paid : 

Provided that if, at the time of making the nominatiu , 
the subscriber has a family, the nomination shall not be in 
favour of any person or persons other than the members of 
his family. 

( 2 ) If a subscriber nominates more than one person under 
sub -rule (1 ), he shall specify in the nomination the amount 
or share payable to each of the nominees in such manner as 
to cover the whole of the amount that may stand to his credit 
in the Fund at any time. 

(3 ) Every nomination shall be in such one of the Forms 
as set forth in the First Schedule as is appropriate in the circum 
stance. 

(4 ) A subscriber may at any time cancel a nomination by 
sending a notice in writing to the Account Officer : 

Provided that the subscriber shall, along with such notice, 
send a fresh nomination made in accordance with the provi 
sions of this rule . 

(5 ) A subscriber may provide in a nomination 

(a ) in respect of any specified nominee, that in the 
event of his predeceasing the subscriber, the right conferred 
upon that nominee shall pass to such other person as may be 
specified in the nomination : 

Provided that such other person or persons shall , if the 
subscriber has other members of his family , be such other 
member or members :

Provided further that where the subscriber confers such 
a right on more than one person under this clause, he shall 
specify the amount of share payable to each of such persons 
in such a manner as to cover the whole of the amount payable 
to the nominea ; 

( b ) that the nomination shall become invalid in the 
event of the happening of a contingency specified therein : 

• Provided that if at the time of making the nomination 
the subscriber has no family , he shall provide in the nomina 
tion that it shall become invalid in the event of his subse . 
quently acquiring a family : 

Provided further that, if, at the time of making the 
nomination the subscriber has only one member of the family , 
he shall provide in the nomination that the right conferred on 
the alternate nominee under clause ( a ) shall become invalid 
in the event of his subsequently acquiring other member or 
members in his family . 

(6 ) Immediately on the death of a nominee in respect 
of whom no special provision has been made in the nomination 
under clause ( a ) of sub -clause (5 ) or on the occurrence of 
any event by reason of which nomination becomes invalid in 
pursuance of clause (b ) of sub -rule (5 ) the subscriber shall 
send to the Account Officer a notice in writing cancelling the 
nomination ,, together with a fresh nomination made in accord 
ance with the provisions of this rule. 

(7 ) Every nomination made, and every notice of cancella 
tion given , by a subscriber shall, to the extent that it is valid , 
take effect from the date on which it is received by the 
Account Officer . 

(8 ) Nomination made in respect of the several accounts 
under the existing funds in accordance with the rules govern 
ing them , shall be treated as nominations made under these 
rules, provided they are not inconsistent with these rules. 

8. Subscriber s account.--An account shall be prepared in 
the name of each subscriber and shall show the amount of his 
subscriptions with interest thereon , as prescribed in rule 14 , 
as well as advances and withdrawals from the Fund. 

9. Conditions and rates of subscriptions. A subscriber 
shall subscribe monthly to the Fund except during a period of 
suspension : 

Provided that, in the event of a subscriber being on leave 
of any kind for a full month or part of a month , the subscrip 
tion shall not, except with his consent, be deducted from the 
salary bill for that month : 

Provided further that a subscriber, reinstatement 
after a period under suspension , shall be allowed the option 
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of paying in a lump or in instalments , any sum not exceeding 
the maximum amount of arrear subscriptions permissible for 
that period . 

10. ( 1) The amount of subscription shall be fixed by the 
subscriber himself , subject to the following conditions, 
namely : 

(a ) It shall be expressed in whole rupees ; and 

( b ) it may be any sum , so expressed which shall not be 
less than 6 per cent of his emoluments. 
Note: - If 6 per cent of emoluments represents a sum not expressible 

in whole rupees, the fraction of a rupee will be rounded to the 
nearest whole rupee, 50 paise or more counting as the next 

higher rupee . 

(2 ) For the purposes of sub-rule ( 1 ), the emoluments of 
the subscriber shall be as follows : 

(a ) In the case of a subscriber who was in service on 
the 31st March of the preceding year, the emoluments to 
which he was entitled on that date. 
Provided that 

(i) if the subscriber was on leave on the said Idate and 
elected not to subscribe during such leave, or was under 
suspension on the said date, his emoluments shall be the 
emoluments to which he was entitled on the first day after 
his return to duty ; 

(ii) if the subscriber was on deputation outside the 
State on the said date or was on leave on the said date and 
continues to be on leave and has elected to subscribe during 
such leave, his emoluments shall be the emoluments to which 
he would have been entitled had he been on duty in the 
State or had he not been on leave ; 

( b ) In the case of a subscriber who was not in service 
on the 31st March of the preceding year, the emoluments to 
which he was entitled on the day he joins the Fund ; 

( 3 ) The subscriber shall intimate the fixation of the 
amount of his monthly subscription in each year in the follow 
ing manner : 

( a ) If he was on duty on the 31st March of the pre 
ceding year, by the deduction which he makes in this behalf 
from his pay bill for that month ; 

(b ) If he was on leave on the 31st March of the preced 
ing year and electad not to subscribe during such leave or 
was under suspension on that date, by the deduction which he 
makes in this behalf from his first pay bill after his return 
to duty ; 


(c ) if during the year in which he has entered service 
for the first time, or joins the Fund for the first time, by the 
deduction which he makes in this behalf, from his pay bill for 
the month during which he joins the Fund ; 

(d ) if he was on leave on the 31st March of the preced 
ing year ; and continues to be on leave and has elected to subs 
cribe during such leave, by the deduction which he causes 
to be made in this behalf from his salary bill for that month ; 

( e ) if he was on foreign service on the 31st March of 
the preceding year , by the amount credited by him into the 
treasury on account of subscription for the month of April 
in the current year . 

( 4 ) The amount of subscription so fixed shall remain 
unchanged throughout the year : 

Provided that the amount of subscription may be enhanc 
ed once at any time during the course of a year. 

11. When a subscriber is transferred to foreign service or 
sent on deputation outside the State, he shall remain subject 
to the rules of the Fund in the samemanner as if he were not 
so transferred or sent on deputation. 

12. Realisation of subscription .- (1 ) Subscription shall 
ordinarily be recovered by deduction from pay bills but they 
may be made by remittance in cash to the treasury when a 
subscriber is on foreign service or on leave or on deputation out 
side the State. 

( 2 ) In case remittance is made in cash to the treasury , the 
subscribers shall send the chalans to the Account Officer . 
Note 1.- Heads of institutions are responsible for seeing that the deduc 

tions on account of subscription to the Provident Fund are duly 
made while drawing and disbursing the salary bills of the 
subscribers (including Headmasters ) working in the institutions. 
Omission to realise the subscription will be considered as failure 

of duty on their part. 
Note 2 .-- Heads of institutions shall maintain a list of Provident Fund 

subscribers whose pay is drawn by them and ensure that the 
correct Provident Fund number and the name of each subscriber 
is noted in the provident fund schedule attached to the monthly 


pay bills . 


13. If for any reason subscription has not been recovered 
with effect from the date from which a subscriber is required 
to subscribe to the Fund , the total amount due to the Fund 
on account of arrears of subscription shall forthwith be paid 
by the subscriber to the Fund or in default be ordered by the 
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Account Officer to be recovered by deduction from the emolu 
ments of the subscriber in instalments or otherwise as may 
be directed by the Head of the Office or institution. 

14. Interest.- (1 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -rule (5 ), 
interest at such rate as may be fixed by the Government sub 
ject to a minimum of 4 per cent per annum shall be annually 
credited by the Government to the account of 

each subs 
criber . 

( 2 ) Interest shall be credited with effect from the last 
day in each year in the following manner : 

( a ) on the amount at the credit of a subscriber on the 
last day of the preceding year , less any sum withdrawn dur 
ing the current year - interest for twelve months ; 

(b ) on sums withdrawn during the current year - inter 
est from the beginning of the current year up to the last 
day of the month preceding the month withdrawal; 

( c ) on all sums credited to the subscriber s account 
after the last day of the preceding year - interest from the 
date of deposit up to the end of the current year ; 

( d ) the total amount of interest shall be rounded to 
the nearest whole rupee ( fifty paise or more counting as the 
next higher rupee ) : 

Provided that when the amount standing at the credit of 
a subscriber has become payable, interest shall thereupon be 
credited under this sub- rule in respect only of the period from 
the beginning of the current year or from the date of deposit, 
as the case may be, up to the date on which the amount stand 
ing at the credit of the subscriber became payable. 

( 3 ) In this rule , the date of deposit shall, in the case 
of a recovery from emoluments, be deemed to be the first day 
of the month in which it is recovered , and, in the case of an 
amount remitted by the subscriber into the treasury, shall 
be deemed to be the first day of the month of remittance, if 
it is remitted into the treasury before the fifth day of that 
month , but if it is remitted on or after the fifth day of that 
month , the first day of the next month. 

( 4 ) In addition to any amount to be paid under rules on final 
withdrawal, interest thereon up to the end of the month 
preceding that in which the payment is made or up to the end 
of the sixth month after the month in which such amount 
became payable , whichever of these periods be less, shall be 
payable to the person to whom such amount is to be paid : 

Provided that where the Account Officer hus intimated to 
that person (or his agent) a date on which he is prepared to 
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make payment, interest shall be payable only up to the end 
of the month preceding the date so intimated . 
Note. - It a subscriber holding a post in an oficiating capacity exercises 

on the termination of his post the option allowed by rule 30 of 
leaving in the Fund the amount accumulated to his credit, 
interest shall be allowed on that amount for not more than a 
year after the termination of employment. If the subscriber 
subsequently obtains re- employment as alded school employee 
deposits not withdrawn will commence again to bear interest 

from the date on which subscriptions are renewed. 

(5 ) Interest shall not be credited to the account of a 
subscriber if he informs the Account Officer that he does not 
wish to receive it; but if he subsequently asks for interest, it 
shall be credited with effect from the first day of the year in 
which he asks for it, or if he had joined the Fund during the 
year , from the date of his joining the Fund . 

15. Advance from the Fund.- ( 1 ) A temporary advance 
may be granted to a subscriber from the amount standing to 
his credit in the Fund at the discretion of the appropriate 
authority specified by the Government in this behalf, subject 
to the following conditions, namely : 

( a ) no advance shall be granted unless the sanctioning 
authority is satisfied that the applicant s pecuniary circum 
stances justify it , and that it will be expended on the follow 
ing object or objects and not otherwise, provided that the con 
dition of actual dependence shall not apply in the case of any 
son or daughter of the subscriber: 

(i) to pay expenses in connection with prolonged 
illness of the applicant or any person actually dependent on 
him , or to repay any outstanding amount on account of a loan 
expressly taken for this purpose. 
Note. - An advance is permissible to meet the expenses on account of 

confinement (1 ) in cases necessitating prolonged medical atten 
tion, prolonged stay in a hospital or protracted treatment and 
( 2 ) in other circumstances involving expenditure dispropor 
tionate to the subscriber s income; 

( ii ) to pay for the oversees passage for reasons of 
health or education of the subscriber or of any person actually 
dependent on him , and also to meet the cost of education of 
the subscriber or of any person actually dependent on him , 
outside India , whether for an academic, technical, professional 
or vocational course ; or in India for medical, engineering or 
other technical or specialised courses beyond the high school 
stage, provided that the course of study is for not less than 
three years ; 

3/1125 . 
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(iii) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale appropriate 
to the subscriber s status in connection with marriages, fune 
rals or ceremonies which by the religious or social customs of 
the applicant it is incumbent on him to perform , or to repay 
any outstanding amount on account of a loan expressly taken 
for this purpose. 
Note. - Temporary advance from Provident Fund credits of a subscriber 

may be granted to meet expenses in connection with the 
marriage and other ceremonies of the subscriber himself ; 

(iv ) to pay for the cost of legal proceedings instituted 
by the subscriber for vindicating his position in regard to any 
allegations made against him in respect of any act done or 
purporting to be done by him in the discharge of his official 
duties, the advance in this case being available in addition to 
any advance admissible for the same purpose from any other 
Government source, provided that the advance under this rule 
shall not be admissible to a subscriber institutes legal 
proceedings in any Court of Law either in respect of any 
matter unconnected with his official duty or against Govern 
ment in respect of any condition of service or penalty imposed 
on him ; and 

( v ) to pay for the cost of the subscriber s defence 
where he is prosecuted by the Government in any Court of 
Law or when the subscriber engages a legal practitioner to 
defend himself in an enquiry in respect of any alleged mis 
conduct on his part. 
Note. - 1. The amount of temporary advances admissible for purposes 

of sub -clauses (iv ) and (v ) shall, notwithstanding any 
other provision to the contrary in these rules, not exceed 
three months pay or Rs. 500 , whichever is greater, and 
shall in no case exceed half the amount at the credit of 

the subscriber . 
Note.--2 . A temporary advance may be granted to a subscriber who 

is under suspension provided he agrees in writing to the 
recovery of the advance being made in monthly instalments 

from the subsistence allowance sanctioned to him ; 

(b ) the Government may, in special circumstances , 
sanction a temporary advance if they are satisfied that the 
subscriber concerned requires the advance for a purpose other 
than those provided for in clause (a ) ; 

(c) the sanctioning authority shall record in writing 
its reasons for granting the advance ; 

(d ) an advance shall not, except for special reasons to 
be recorded in writing , be granted 

(i) in excess of three months pay or half the amount 
at the credit of the subscriber in the Fund , whichever is less ; 
or 
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(ii) until repayment of the last instalment of any 
previous advances : 

Provided that if the reason is of a confidential nature, it 
may be communicated to the Account Officer personally and 
or confidentially . 
Note. For the purpose of this rule, pay includes dearness pay, if any. 

(2 ) The sanctioning authority shall not, under any cir 
cumstances, grant to a subscriber from the Fund 

( a ) an advance during the month in which he retires 
or proceeds on leave preparatory to retirement from service 
on superannuation ; 

(b ) an advance unless a period of six months has 
elapsed after the grant of a previous advance ; 

(c ) more than two advances in the course of a finan 
cial year; and 
( d ) a 

fresh advance when three ivan already 
granted from Fund are outstanding repayment. 
Note . - When a third advance is granted, the full circumtances necessi 

tating the grant of the advance should be recorded in the order 

sanctioning the advance. 

(3 ) In fixing the amount of an advance , the sanctioning 
authority shall pay due regard to the amount at the credit 
of the subscriber in the Fund . 

(4 ) The amount of the advance should be a sum expres 
sed in whole rupees and the monthly instalments of payments 
should also be in equal number of whole rupees, the advances 
applied for being raised or reduced if necessary to enable the 
instalments to be thus fixed . 

16. ( 1 ) ( a ) An advance shall be recovered from the subs 
criber in such number of equal monthly instalments as the 
sanctioning authority may direct ; but such number shall not 
be less than twelve unless the subscriber so elects, or in any 
case not more than twenty -four. 

( b ) In special cases , where the amount of advance 
exceeds 3 months pay of the subscriber under sub-clause (i) of 
clause (d ) of sub-rule ( 1 ) of rule 15 , the sanctioning authority 
may fix such number of instalments to be more than twenty 
four but in no case more than thirty -six . 

( c ) A subscriber may , at his option , repay two or 
more instalments in a month . 

2 (a ) Recovery shall be made in the manner prescribed 
in rules 12 and 13 for the realisation of subscriptions , and shall 
commence with the first issue of pay for the month following 
the month in which the advance is drawn . 
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(b ) Recovery shall not be made, except with the subs . 
criber s consent, while he is on leave of any kind for a full 
month or a part of a month or in receipt of subsistence allow 
ance and may be postponed on the subscriber s written request , 
by the sanctioning authority during the recovery of an advance 
of pay granted to the subscriber . 

( 3 ) If more than one advance has been made to a subs 
criber, each advance shall be treated separately for the pur 
pose of recovery . 

(4 ) If an advance has been granted to a subscriber and 
drawn by him and the advance is subsequently disallowed 
before repayment is completed , the whole or the balance of 
the amount withdrawn shall with interest at the rate provided 
in rule 14 , be forthwith repaid by the subscriber to the Fund , 
and in case of default, be ordered by the Account Officer to 
be recovered by deduction from the emoluments of the subs 
criber in a lump sum or in monthly instalments not exceeding 
twelve as may be directed by the authority competent to sanc 
tion an advance for the grant of which special reasons are 
required under clause (a ) of sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 15 . 

Provided that subscribers whose deposits in the Fund 
carry no interest shall not be required to pay any interest. 

(5 ) Recoveries made under this rule shall be credited as 
they are made to the subscriber s account in the Fund . 

17. Payment towards Insurance Policies.- ( 1 ) Subject to 
the provisions of rule 27, withdrawals from the Fund may be 
permitted to meet 

(a ) a payment towards a policy of life insurance ; 

(b ) the purchase of a single payment life insurance 
policy : 

Provided that no amount shall be withdrawn (i) before 
the details of the proposed policy have been submitted to the 
Account Officer and accepted by him as suitable , or ( ii ) to 
meet any payment or purchase made or effected more than 
three months before the withdrawal, or (iii ) in excess of the 
amount required to meet a premium or subscription actually 
due for payment within three months the date of with 
drawal: 

Provided further that no amounts may be withdrawn to 
meet any payment or purchase in respect of an educational 
endowment policy if that policy is due for payment in whole 
or part before the subscriber s age of normal superannuation : 

Provided also that amounts withdrawn shall be rounded 
to the nearest whole rupee . 
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( 2 ) The Account Officer shall , before accepting as suitable 
the details of the proposed policy , satisfy himself that the 
policy is taken out mainly for the benefit of the subscriber s 
family and shall refuse to accept a policy which does not fulfil 
this condition . 

18. ( 1) The number of policies in respect of which with 
drawal of subscription from the Fund may be permitted under 
rule 17 shall not exceed four . 

(2 ) The premium for a policy in respect of which with 
drawal of subscriptions from the Fund may be permitted under 
rule 17, shall not be payable otherwise than annually . 

19. If the subscriber withdraws any amount starding to 
his credit in the Fund for any of the purposes specified in rule 
17 , he shall continue to pay to the Fund the subscription pay 
able under rule 10 . 

20. ( 1 ) A subscriber who desires to withdraw any amount 
under rule 17 shall 

( a ) intimate the reasons for the withdrawal to the 
Account Officer by letter ; 

(b ) make arrangements with the Account Officer for 
the withdrawal; and 

( c ) send to the Account Officer , within such period as 
the Account Officer may require, receipts or certified copies of 
receipts in order to satisfy the Account Officer that the amount 
withdrawn was duly applied for the purposes specified in 
rule 17. 

(2 ) The Account Officer shall order the recovery of any 
amount withdrawn , in respect of which he has not been satis 
fied in the manner required by clause (c ) of sub rule ( 1) toge 
ther with interest thereon at the rate determined under rule 
14 in respect of the year in which the payments should have 
been made from the emoluments of the subscriber and place 
it to the credit of the subscriber in the Fund . 

21. ( 1) A policy to be acceptable under these rules shall 
be one effected by the subscriber himself on his own life and 
shall (unless it is a policy effected by a male subscriber which 
is expressed on the face of it to be for the benefit of his wife , 
or of his wife and children , or any of them ) be such as may be 
legally assigned by the subscriber to the Governor. Govern 
ment will not make any payments of premia on behalf of subs 
cribers to Insurance Companies nor take steps to keep a policy 
alive. 
Explanation --- 1. A policy on the joint lives of the subscriber 

and the subscriber s wife or husband shall be 
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deemed to be a policy on the life of the subscriber 

for the purpose of this rule . 
Explanation 2.- A policy which has been assigned to the subs 

criber s wife shall not be accepted unless either 
the policy is first re-assigned to the subscriber 
or the subscriber and his wife both join in an 

appropriate assignment. 
( 2 ) A policy may not be effected for the benefit of any 
beneficiary other than the wife or husband of the subscriber 
or the wife or husband and children of the subscriber or any 
of them . 

22. ( 1 ) A policy , within three months after the first with 
drawal from the Fund in respect of the policy , shall 

( a ) unless it is a policy effected by a male subscriber 
which is expressed on the face of it to be for the benefit of the 
wife of the subscriber, or of his wife and children , or any of 
them , be assigned to the Governor as security for the payment 
of any sum which may become payable to the Fund under sub 
rule ( 1 ) of rule 26 and delivered to the Account Officer , the 
assignment being made by endorsement on the policy in Form I 
or Form II or Form III in the Second Schedule to these rules 
according as the policy is on the life of the subscriber or on 
the joint lives of the subscriber and the subscriber s wife or 
husband , or the policy has previously been assigned to the 
subscriber s wife, 

(b ) if it is a policy effected by a male subscriber which 
is expressed on the face of it to be for the benefit of the wife 
of the subscriber , or of the wife and children or any of them , 
be delivered to the Account Officer . 

(2 ) The Account Officer shall satisfy himself by reference 
to the Life Insurance Corporation , where possible, that no 
prior assignment of the policy exists. 

( 3 ) Once a policy has been accepted by the_Account 
Officer for the purpose of being financed from the Fund, the 
terms of the policy shall not be altered , nor shall the policy 
be exchanged for another policy , without the prior consent of 
the Account Officer to whom details of the alteration or of the 
new policy shall be furnished . 

(4 ) If the policy is not assigned and delivered , or deli 
vered, within the said period of three months , any amount 
withheld or withdrawn from the Fund in respect of the policy 
shall, with interest thereon at the rate provided in rule 14 , 
forthwith be paid or repaid ,-as the case may be , by the subs 
criber to the Fund , or in case of default be ordered by the 
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Account Officer to be recovered by deduction from the emolu 
ments of the subscriber by instalments or otherwise as may 
be directed by the Head of the department. 

(5 ) Notice of assignment of the policy shall be given by 
the subscriber to the Life Insurance Corporation , and the 
acknowledgement of the notice by the Life Insurance Corpora 
tion shall be sent to the Account Officer within three months 
of the date of assignment. 
Note . - The subscriber shall not during the currency of the policy draw 

any bonus the drawal of which during such currency is optional 
under the terms of the policy, and the amount of any bonus 
which under the terms of the policy the subscriber has no option 
to refrain from drawing during its currency shall be paid forth 
with into the Fund by the subscriber or in case of default be 
ordered by the Account Officer to be recovered by deduction 
from the emoluments of the subscriber, by instalments or other 
wise, as may be directed by the authority competent to sanc 
tion an advance for the grant of which special reasons are 

required . 
23. If a subscriber to any other Fund framing his Insurance 
policy or policies under the rules of that Fund comes over to 
the Fund constituted under these rules and intends to finance 
that policy or policies under the rules of the Fund, constituted 
under these rules he shall on reassignment of the policy or 
policies by the Account Officer concerned in the form pres 
cribed in the Fourth Schedule to these rules, make within a 
period of three months of the reassignment, a fresh assign 
ment of the policy or policies in the appropriate form pres 
cribed in the Second Schedule to these rules. 

24. ( 1) Save as provided by sub -rule (2 ) of rule 26 , when 
the subscriber 

(a ) quits the service; or 

(b ) has proceeded on leave preparatory to retirement 
or if he is employed in a vacation department, on leave pre 
paratory to retirement combined with vacation , and applies to 
the Account Officer for reassignment or return of the policy ; or 

( c) while on leave has been permitted to retire or 
declared by a competent medical authority to be unfit for 
further service and applies to the Account Officer for re- assign 
ment or return of the policy ; or 

(d ) pays or repays to the Fund the whole of any 
amount withdrawn from the Fund for any of the purposes 
mentioned in rule 17 with interest thereon at the rate provided 
in rule 14 , 
the Account Officer shall, for and on behalf of the Governor ,

(i) if the policy has been assigned to the Governor 
under rule 22 -re-assign the policy in Form I in the Third 
Schedule to these rules to the subscriber , or to the subscriber 
and the joint assured , as the case may be, and make it over 
to the subscriber together with a signed notice of the re 
assignment addressed to the Life Insurance Corporation ; or 

( ii) if the policy has been delivered to him under clause 
(b ) of sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 22, make over the policy to the 
subscriber. 

( 2 ) Save as provided by sub -rule ( 2 ) of rule 26 , when the 
subscriber dies before quitting the service, the Account Officer 
shall deal with the Policy as indicated below , namely : 

( a ) if there is a beneficiary and if the beneficiary be 
the same as the person entitled to his Provident Fund, the 
Account Officer shall for and on behalf of the Governor reassign 
the policy to the beneficiary in Form No. II in the Third 
Schedule to these rules ; 

( b ) if there is a beneficiary who is different from the 
person entitled to the Provident Fund, the Account Officer shall 
draw the amount from the Life Insurance Corporation and 
recoup to the Provident Fund such amount as has been with 
drawn for payment of premia together with interest as calcu 
lated under rule 14 and pay the balance if any, to the bene 
ficiary ; 

( c ) if there is no beneficiary, the Account Officer shall 
draw the amount from the Life Insurance Corporation and 
credit to the Provident Fund Account of the subscriber and 
dispose it of as follows: 

From the amount so realised , so much of the amount as 
has been withdrawn from his Provident Fund amount for the 
payment of premia with interest as calculated under rule 14 
shall be paid to the person or persons entitled for his Provident 
Fund amounts. The balance if any will form part of the estate 
of the deceased and shall be paid to his heirs according to law , 
provided it is free from attachement by a Court of Law . 

25. ( 1 ) If a policy assigned to the Governor under rule 22 
matures before the subscriber quits the service, or if a policy 
on the joint lives of a subscriber and the subscriber s wife or 
husband assigned under rule 22 falls due for payment by 
reason of the death of the subscriber s wife or husband , the 
Account Officer shall, save as provided by sub -rule ( 2 ) of 
rule 26 , proceed as follows: 

(i) if the amount assured is greater than the whole of 
the amount withdrawn from the Fund in respect of the policy 
with interest , the Account Officer shall for and on behalf of the 
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Governor , re-assign the policy in the Form set forth in the 
Fourth Schedule to these rules , to the subscriber or to the 
subscriber and the joint assured , as the case may be, and make 
it over to the subscriber, who shall immediately on receipt of 
the policy moneys from the Life Insurance Corporation pay 
or repay to the Fund the whole of any amount withdrawn with 
interest, and in case of default , the provisions of sub -rule ( 4 ) 
of rule 22 applicable to a failure to assign and deliver a policy 
shall apply ; 

( ii ) if the amount assured is less than the whole of the 
amount withdrawn with interest , the Account Officer shall 
realise the amount assured together with any bonuses which 
have accrued and shall place the amount so realised to the 
credit of the subscriber in the Fund . 

( 2 ) Save as provided by sub -rule ( 2 ) of rule 26 , if a 
policy delivered to the Account Officer under clause (b ) of 
sub rule ( 1 ) of rule 22 matures before the subscriber quits the 
service, the Account Officer shall make over the policy to the 
subscriber : 

Provided that if the interest in the policy of the wife of 
the subscriber , or of his wife and children , or any of them , 
as expressed on the face of the policy , expires when the policy 
matures, the subscriber, if the policy moneys are paid to him 
by the Life Insurance Corporation , shall immediately on 
receipt thereof, pay or repay to the Fund 

(i) the whole of any amount withdrawn from the Fund 
in respect of the policy with interest thereon at the rate pro 
vided in rule 14 ; or 

( ii ) an amount equal to the amount assured together 
with the amounts of any bonuses which have accrued , which 
ever is less and, in case of default, the provisions of sub -rule 
(4 ) of rule 22 applicable to a failure to assign and deliver a 
policy shall apply. 

26. ( 1 ) If the policy lapses or is assigned otherwise than 
to the Governor under rule 22 or is charged or encumbered , 
the provisions of sub -rule (4 ) of rule 22 applicable to a failure 
to assign and deliver a policy shall apply . 

(2 ) If the Account Officer receives notice of - 

(a ) an assignment (other than an assignment to the 
Governor under rule 22 of; or 

(b ) a charge or encumberance on ; or 

( c) an order of a Court restraining dealings with the 
policy or any amount realised thereon, 
the Account Officer shall not, for and on behalf of the 
Governor, 

31125 . 
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(i) re-assign or make over the policy as provided in 
rule 24 ; or 

(ii) realise the amount assured by the policy or re 
assign or make over the policy, as provided in rule 25 : 
but shall forthwith refer the matter to the Government. 

27. The provisions of rules 17 to 26 shall apply only to 
subscribers who , before the date of commencement of these 
rules, have been making withdrawals form any other Funds 
for such payments : 

Provided that withdrawals from the Fund shall not be per 
mitted for making payments in respect of any new policy . 


NON -REFUNDABLE WITHDRAWALS 


28. Withdrawal from the Fund.- ( 1) Subject to the condi 
tions specified herein , non -refundable withdrawals from the 
amount standing to the credit of a subscriber in the Fund may 
be sanctioned by an authority competent to sanction an 
advance for special reasons under clause (d ) of sub-rule ( 1 ) 
of rule 15 , at any time 

(a ) after the completion of twenty years of service 
( including broken periods of service , if any ) of the subscriber 
or within ten years of the date of his attainment of the age 
of superannuation, whichever is earlier, except during the 
month in which he retires or proceeds on leave preparatory to 
retirement from service on superannuation , for one or more 
of the following purposes, namely : 

(i) meeting the cost of higher education , including , 
where necessary, the travelling expenses of any child of the 
subscriber and if he has no child , of any other relative actually 
dependent on him in the following cases, namely : 

( A ) for education outside India for academic, techni 
cal, professional or vocational course beyond the high school 
stage, and 

( B ) for any medical, engineering or other technical 
or specialised course in India beyond the high school stage, 
provided that the course of study is for not less than three 
years ; 


( ii ) meeting the expenditure in connection with the 
marriage of a son or daughter of the subscriber , and if he has 
no daughter , of any other female relative dependent on him , 
or repaying any outstanding amount on account of a loan 
expressly taken for this purpose ; 
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( iii) meeting the expenditure in connection with the 
illness , including , where necessary , the travelling expenses of 
the subscriber or any person actually dependent on him , or 
repaying any outstanding amount on account of a loan 
expressly taken for this purpose ; 

( iv ) purchasing a house site in the name(s ) of th3 
subscriber and or his wife or repaying any outstanding amount 
on account of a loan expressly taken for this purpose from the 
Government or any other source before the date of application 
for the withdrawal : 

Provided that the house to be constructed on the site so 
purchased is for the actual residence of the subscriber and/or 
his family ; 

(v ) building a suitable house on a site owned or 
acquired by the subscriber and/or his wife or without any 
assistance from the Provident Fund , or acquiring a house 
together with the site thereof in the name( s ) of the subscriber 
and/or his wife, or repaying any outstanding amount on 
account of a loan expressly taken by the subscriber andlor 
his wife from the Government or any other source for any of 
these purposes before the date of application for withdrawal: 

Provided that the house is for the actual residence of the 
subscriber and/or his family ; and 

( vi) making additions or alterations to , or recons. 
tructing , or completing , or repairing a house owned or acquired 
by the subscriber and or his wife with or without any assis 
tance from the Provident Fund , or repayinz any outstanding 
amount on account of a loan expressly taken by the subscribe: 
and/or his wife from the Government or any other source for 
any of the said purposes before the date of application for the 
withdrawal : 

Provided that the house is for the actual residence of the 
subscriber and/or his family . 
Note.--In respect of a female subscriber , the words this and wife 

occurring in sub- clauses (iv ). ( v ) and (vi) shall be read as 
her and husband respectively . 

( b ) after the completion of twenty -five years of service 
( including broken periods of service, if any) of a subscriber 
or within three years before the date of his retirement on 
superannuation , whichever is earlier, from the amount stand 
ing to his credit in the Fund , for the purpose of purchasing a 
motor car for his own use or repaying any outstanding amount 
on account of a Government loan expressly taken for this 
purpose before the date of application for the withdrawal: 
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Provided that the subscriber draws, on the date of appli 
cation , a pay [as defined in rule 12 (23 ) Part I, Kerala Service 
Rules ] of not less than Rs. 550 per mensem : 

Provided further that the amount of withdrawal shall in 
no case exceed the actual cost of the car or the balance out 
standing against the loan taken for the purpose : 

Provided also that no withdrawal for this purpose shall 
be allowed more than once. 

(2 ) (a ) Any sum withdrawn by a subscriber at any one 
time for one or more of the purposes specified in sub -rule ( 1 ) 
from the amount standing to his credit in the Fund shall not 
ordinarily exceed one -half of such amount or six months pay, 
whichever is less. The sanctioning authority may, however , 
sanction the withdrawal of an amount in excess of this limit 
up to 3/4ths of the balance at his credit in the Fund having due 
regard to the object for which the withdrawal is being made , 
the status of the subscriber and the amount to his credit in 
the Fund : 


Provided that 

(i) in the case of a subscriber who has availed himself 
of a loan under any of the schemes sponsored by the Govern 
ment for the grant of advances for house -building purpose or 
has been allowed any assistance in this regard from any other 
Government source a non -refundable withdrawal by him from 
the Provident Fund will be permitted if the amount withdrawn 
from the Fund , together with the amount of loan taken under 
the Housing Scheme sponsored by the Government or the 
assistance taken from any other Government source, does not 
exceed Rs. 75,000 or five years pay of the subscriber, which 
ever is less ; 

( ii ) a subscriber who has been permitted a non 
refundable withdrawal from the Fund for the purpose of 
building or acquiring a suitable house for residence at any 
place will not be permitted to make another non -refundable 
withdrawal from the Fund for any of these purposes or for 
the purchase of a house site at the same or another place ; 

(iii) in the case of a subscriber who has been permitted 
a non -refundable withdrawal under sub- clause ( iv ) of clause ( a ) 
of sub - rule ( 1 ) to purchase a house site, he will not be per 
mitted to make another withdrawal for acquiring another 
house site or a house together with site at the same or another 
place ; 
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( iv ) a subscriber who has been permitted under sub 
clause (iv ) or sub -clause (v ) of clause ( a ) of sub -rule ( 1 ) of 
rule 28 to withdraw money from the amount standing to his 
credit in the Fund shall not part with the possession of the 
house so built or acquired or house site so purchased , by way 
of sale,mortgage, gift, exchange or lease for a term exceeding 
three years, without the previous permission of the sanction 
ing authority. 

( b ) A subscriber referred to in paragraph (iv ) of the 
proviso to clause ( a ) shall submit a declaration not later 
than the 31st day of December of every year to the effect that 
the house or, as the case may be, the house-site continues 
to be in his possession and shall , if so required , produce before 
the sanctioning authority on or before the date specified by 
that authority in that behalf , the original sale deed and other 
documents on which his title to the property is based . If at 
any time before retirement, he parts with the possession of 
the house or house-site without obtaining the previous permis 
sion of the sanctioning authority , the sum withdrawn by him 
shall forthwith be repaid in one lump sum together with 
interest thereon at the rate determined under rule 14 , by 
the subscriber to the Fund and in default of such repayment, 
it shall be ordered by the sanctioning authority to be recovered 
from his emoluments either in a lump sum or in such number 
of monthly instalments , as may be determined by the Govern 
ment : 


Provided that those subscribers whose deposits in the 
Fund carry no interest shall not be required to pay any 
interest. 


( 3 ) A subscriber who has been permitted to withdraw 
money from the Fund under sub-rule ( 1) shall satisfy the 
sanctioning authority within a reasonable period as may be 
specified by that authority that the money has been utilised 
for the purpose for which it was withdrawn, and if he fails 
to do so , the whole of the sum so withdrawn or so much 
thereof as has not been applied for the purpose for which it 
was withdrawn shall forthwith be repaid in one lump together 
with interest thereon at the rate determined under rule 14, 
by the subscriber to the Fund and in default of such payment. 
it shall be ordered by the sanctioning authority to be recovered 
from his emoluments either in a lump or in such number of 
monthly instalments , as may be determined by the Govern 
ment. 
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(4 ) Nothing in sub-rule (3 ) shall be deemed to require 
a subscriber whose deposits in the Fund carry no interest, to 
pay any interest on any sum repayable by him under-that sub 
rule . 

(5 ) A subscriber who has drawn an advance under rule 15 
for any of the purposes specified in sub-clauses (i), (ii) and 
( iii) of clause ( a ) of sub -rule ( 1 ) may convert , at his discre 
tion , by written request addressed to the Account Officer 
through the sanctioning authority , the balance of the advance 
outstanding (against it) into a non- refundable withdrawal on 
his satisfying the conditions laid down in sub-rules ( 1 ) to (4 ) . 

29. Recovery of moneys drawn or withdrawn from the fund 
for improper use. — Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules, if the sanctioning authority is satisfied that money drawn 
as an advance from the Fund under sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 15 or 
withdrawn from the Fund under rule 17 has been utilised for a 
purpose other than that for which sanction was given to the 
drawal or withdrawal of the money, the amount in question 
shall, with interest at the rate provided in rule 14 forthwith 
be repaid or paid , as the case may be, by the subscriber to the 
Fund, or in default , be ordered to be recovered by deduction in 
one, sum from the emoluments of the subscriber , even if he be 
on leave. If the total amount to be repaid or paid , as the case 
may be, be more than half the subscriber s emoluments, 
recoveries shall be made in monthly instalments of moieties of 
his emoluments till the entire amount recoverable be repaid or 
paid , as the case may be, by him . 
Note.- In this rule, the term " emoluments" shall not include subsistence 

allowance. 
30. Final withdrawal or Accumuulations in the Fund .- ( 1 ) 
Wher a subscriber quits the service , the amount standing to his 
credit in the Fund shall become payable to him : 

Provided that a subscriber who has been dismissed , removed 
or compulsorily retired from the service and is subsequently 
reinstated in the service shall, if required to do so by the Govern 
ment, repay any amount paid to him from the Fund in pursuance 
of this rule, with interest thereon in the manner provided in the 
proviso to rule 31. 

( 2 ) The amount repaid by a subscriber under the proviso 
to sub - rule ( 1 ) shall be credited to his account in the Fund . 
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(3 ) A subscriber holding a post in an officiating or tempo 
rary capacity may either withdraw the amount on the termina 
tion of his post or leave it in the Fund to be withdrawn at the 
time he finally quits service. 
Note.- When a subscriber quits service for appointment in Covernment 

service , his balance in the Fund shall be transferred to the Govern 
ment Provident Fund with the concurrence of the Account Oficer 
of that Fund . 


31. . When a subscriber 

(a ) has proceeded on leave preparatory to retirement or , 
if he is employed in a vacation department, on leave preparatory 
to retirement combined with vacation ; or 

(b ) while on leave, has been permitted to retire or has 
been declared by a competent medical authority to be unfit for 
further service ; or 

( c ) has attained the age of superannuation but has not 
been permitted to retire from service owing to sonie reason or 
other, the amount standing to his credit in the Fund shall, upon 
application made by him in that behalf to the Account Officer, 
become payable to him : 

Provided that the subscriber, if he returns to duty shall, 
if required to do so by the authority competent to sanction an 
advance for the grant of which special reasons are required 
under clause (a ) of sub -rule (i) of rule 15 , repay to the Fund, 
for credit to his account, the whole or part of any amount paid 
to him from the Fund in pursuance of this rule with interest 
thereon at the rate provided in rule 14 in cash or securities or 
partly in cash and partly in securities , by instalments or other 
wise by recovery from his emoluments or otherwise as may be 
directed by the said authority . 

32. On the death of a subscriber before the amount standing 
to his credit has become payable , or where the amount has 
become payable before payment has been made 

(i ) when the subscriber leaves a family 

( a ) if a nomination made by the subscriber in accord 
ance with the provisions of rule 7 or of the corresponding rule 
heretofore in force in favour of a member or members of his 
family subsists, the amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
or the part thereof to which the nomination relates shall become 
payable to his nominee or nominees in the proportion specified 
in the nomination ; 
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( b ) if no such nomination in favour of a member or 
members of the family of the subscriber subsists , or if such 
nomination relates only to a part of the amount standing to his 
credit in the Fund, the whole amount the part thereof to 
which the nomination does not relate, as the case may.be, shall, 
notwithstanding any nomination purporting to be in favour of 
any person or persons other than a member or members of his 
family , become payable to the members of his family in equal 
shares : 

Provided that no share shall be payable to 

(i) sons who have attained legal majority ; 
(ii) sons of a deceased son who have attained legal majo 

rity ; 
(iii) married daughters whose husbands are alive; 
( iv ) married daughters of a deceased son, whose husbands 

are alive ; 

if there is any member of the family other than those 
specified in clauses (i), (ii) , (iii ) and (iv ) : 

Provided further that the widow or widows and the child 
or children of a deceased son shall receive between them in 
equal parts only the share which that son should have received 
if he had survived the subscriber and had been exempted from 
the provisions of clause (i) of the first proviso ; 

( 2 ) When the subscriber leaves no family , if a nomination 
made by him in accordance with the provisions of rule 7, or of 
the corresponding rule heretofore in force in favour of any 
person or persons subsists , the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund or the part thereof to which the nomination relates , 
shall become payable to his nominee or nominees in the propor 
tion specified in the nomination .

Note 1. - Payment of Provident Fund money due to a minor beneficiary of a 

deceased subscriber may be made to the guardian nominated 
by the subscriber. When the subscriber has not noininated a 
guardian , a guardian appointed by the Court to receive payment 
on behalf of a minor beneficiary should alone be recognised even 
where the amount involved does not exceed the limit of Rs. 5,000 
specified in clause (b ) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 4 of the 
Provident Funds, Act, 1925. But if the party pleads inability to 
incur expenditure for obtaining the guardianship certificate from 
the Court, the orders of the Government, should be obtained for 
making any payment.

( a ) -When the amount due to the deceased nominee does not exceed 

Rs. 500, the Account Officer may authorise payment of the 
amount to the claimant or claimants reported by the Collector 
of the district concerned, to be entitled to receive payment, 
after making such enquiry into the right and title of the 
claimant or claimants as the Collector may deem sufficient, it 
the Collector considers that the production of letters of adminis 
tration or other legal authority may be dispensed with . The 
records of enquiry should contain the signed statements of 

at least two trustworthy or disinterested persons :

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Proviced that the Collector may, in such cases, if he considers it 

kxpedient, require the party to execute, before the payment is 
made, a bond in the form in Appendix 3 signed by two 
sureties agreeing to indemnity the Government against any 

subsequent claim which might arise ; 
( b ) When the amount due to the deceased nominee exceeds Rs. 500 , 

payment shall be made by the Account Officer to the person 
who produces probate or letters of administration evidencing the 
grant to him of administration to the estate of the deceased 
nominee or a succession certificate entitling the holder thereof 
to receive payment of the amount: 

Provided that, in cases where the Government are satisfied 
of the right and title of a person claiming payment as heir of 
the deceased nominee and that undue delay and hardship would 
be caused by insisting on the production of letters of administra 
tion or other legal authority , they may authorise the Account 
Officer to pay the amount to the claimant on his executing 
a bond in form in Appendix 3 signed by two sureties agreeing 
to indemnify the Government against any subsequent claim 

which might arise . 
Note 4.- Notwithstanding the grant of a succession certificate in favour of 

any one or more of the claimants, the Provident Fund balance 
standing to the credit of a deceased subscriber shall be paid to 
the claimant or claimants in accordance with the provisions of 
the Provident Fund Act, 1925 and the Rules framed thereunder , 
as the Act and the Rules supersede the personal law of succes 
sion , inheritance, etc., in respect of Provident Fund money 
standing to the credit of a deceased subscriber . 


33. When the amount standing to the credit of a subscriber 
in the Fund becomes payable, it shall be the duty of the Account 
Officer to make payment, as provided in section 4 of the 
Provident Funds Act, 1925. 

34. If the person , to whom under these rules any amount or 
policy is to be paid , reassigned or delivered is a lunatic for 
whose estate a manager has been appointed in this behalf 
under the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912 , the payment, reassignment 
or delivery shall be made to such manager and not to the lunatic . 

35. Relaxation of the provisions of the rules in individual 
cases . — When the Government are satisfied that the operation 
of any of these rules causes or is likely to cause undue hardship 
to an employee of an aided school, they may, after recording 
the reasons for so doing, and notwithstanding anything con 
tained in these rules, deal with the case of such employee in 
such manner as may appear to it to be just and equitable : 
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Provided that the case shall not be dealt with in any 
manner less favourable to such employee than that prescribed 
in these rules . 

36. Interpretation . If any question arises relating to the 
interpretation of these rules, it shall be referred to the Govern 
ment whose decision theron shall be final. 

37. Rules of procedure.-- All sums paid into the Fund under 
these rules shall be credited in the books of Government to an 
account named " The Kerala Aided School Employees Provident 
Fund” . Sums of which payment has not been taken within 
one year after they become payable under these rules, shall 
be transferred to " Deposits " at the end of the year and treated 
under the ordinary rules relating to deposits. 

38. When paying a subscription either by deduction from 
emoluments or in cash , a subscriber shall quote the number 
of his account in the Fund , which shall be communicated to 
him by the Account Officer. Any change in the number shall 
similarly be communicated to the subscriber by the Account 
Officer . 

39. ( 1 ) As soon as possible after the close of each year, 
the Account Officer shall send to each subscriber a statement 
of his account in the Fund showing the opening balance as on 
the 1st April of the year , the total amounts credited or debited 
during the year, the total amount of interest credited as on 
the 31st March of the year and the closing balance on that 
date . The Account Officer shall attach to the Statement of 
account an inquiry as to whether the subscriber 

(a ) desires to make any alteration in any nomination 
made under rule 7 or under the corresponding rule heretofore 
in force ; 

(b ) has acquired a family in cases where the subscriber 
has made no nomination in favour of a member of his family 
under the proviso to sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 7 . 

( 2 ) subscribers should satisfy themselves as to the 
correctness of the annual statement, and errors should be 
brought to the notice the Accou Officer within ree 
months from the date of receipt of the statement. 

(3 ) The Account Officer shall, if required by a subscriber, 
once but not more than once, in a year inform the subscriber 
of the total amount standing to his credit in the Fund at the 
end of the last month for which his account has been written 
up . 
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40. Advance from the Fund .--- Application for the advance 
against Provident Fund Deposit shall be in Form B and for 
a non -refundable withdrawal from Provident Fund shall be in 
Form BỊ appended to these rules . Applications of all 
employees in aided school shall be sent through the Head 
master of the school who shall verify the details with reference 
to the last credit card, copies of pay bills , etc. In the case of 
headmasters such application shall be sent through the Edu 
cational Officer concened who shall verify the details with 
reference to the last credit card , copies of pay bills etc. 

41. Sanction for the grant of temporary advance shall be 
in Form C appended to these rules. In the case of non - refund 
able advance, the sanction shall be accompanied by Form cl 
appended to these rules also . 
Note .-- The sanction for a withdrawal, refundable or non -refundable, 

shall remain operative for a period of three months only and 
shall be deemed to have lapsed thereafter unless specifically 

renewed . 
42. Bills for payments shall be in Form D appended to these 
rules. A separate bill shall be drawn for each payment of 
Provident Fund money , by the Head of the institution in which 
the employee is working or by any other authority authorised 
to draw his pay bills . 
Note 1. - In respect of final withdrawals from Provident Fund exceeding 

Rs. 1,000 disbursement certificate should be furnished 
to the Account Officer immediately after payment has been 
made. In respect of payments not exceeding Rs. 1,000 
a certificate relating to the period from First September 
to 31st August of each year should be furnished in the 
following form by the disbursing . oflicer along with the 
Provident Fund Schedule for November ( Schedule attached 

to October pay bills paid in November ) each year. 
" Certified that in respect of all final withdrawals from 
Provident Fund of amounts , not exceeding Rs. 1,000 in each 
case drawn on bills from

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43. Closure of Provident Fund Account.- ( 1) Applications 
received for closure of Provident Fund Account in Form E 
shall be sent by the Heads of Institutions where the subscribers 
are working sufficiently early to the District Educational 
Oficer concerned so as to enable him to forward them along 
with necessary documents to the Account Officer within a 
fortnight of the event which necessitates the closure of the 
Fund Account. 

( 2 ) In respect of deceased subscribers the application for 
the closure of their Provident Fund Account in Form E append . 
ed to these rules, obtained from nomince ( s ) 

or other 
claimant ( s ) along with heirship certificates, guardianship 
certificate , succession certificate and other documents required 
for closing the Account and arranging payment shall be 
forwarded by the Head of institution through the District 
Educational Officer to the Account Officer within a fortnight 
of the death of the subscriber . 

44. ( 1 ) The Account Officer shall on receipt of the applica 
tion for closure of Provident Fund Account in Form E along 
with the necessary documents, close the account and issue an 
authorisation in Form F appended to these rules to the Head 
of the Institution or the Authority who disburses the salary of 
the subscriber . 

(2 ) The bill for the drawal of the money shall be in 
Form D. 

(3 ) Bills are to be drawn and disbursed after complying 
with necessary formalities prescribed therefor . In the case 
of deceased subscribers , the Head of the Institution where 
the subscriber was last working shall draw and disburse the 
amount after due verification of the title and identification 
of the claimants .

AWARD 
By agreement between the parties an industrial dispute between them 
mas referred to my arbitration under section 10 A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act 1947 by Government in their Noti fication No. 30750/H2/65 /HLD 
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dated 14-5-1965 . The specific matters in dispute asmentioned in the arbitra 
tion agreement are as follows: 

(1) Whether or not Sri K. K. Velayudhan was a tapper employed 

in Toddy Shop No. 6 Vallikeezhu for the half year ending 

31-3-1965 ? 
(2 ) If so whether he is to be continued in employment ? 
The parties entered appearance and filed statements. For the sake of 
brevity the contractor Toddy Shop No. 6 will ba referred to here in under 
as " Contractor " and the Madhya Thiruvithamcore Chethu Thozhilali Union 
as “ Union ” . The Union filed its claim statement on 30-9-1965 . The 
contractor filed his written statement on 7-1-1966. The republication was 
put in by the Union on 21-1-1966 . 

The Union examined two witnesses WW1 and WW2 and the con 
tractor examined one witness EWI. 

The Union stated their claims as follows : 

Sri K , K. Velayudhan was working as a tapper in Toddy Shop No. 6 
Vallikeezhu , Quilon Range under Sri P. Parameswaran Pillai from April 
1964 onwards. He was allotted only 3 trees and when the Union demanded 
allotment of 10 trees he was refused employment. The worker should 
therefore be allowed to continue in employment. 

In the written statement the contractor put for the following con 
tentions : 

Sri K.K.Velayudhan was not at any time working as a tapper in 
Toddy Shop No. 6 and the statement of the Union is false . 

The Union Characterised the contentions of the contractor as false in 
their replication . 

Issue No. 1 . 

Issue No. 1 deals with the employment of Sri K. K. Velayudhan as a 
tapper in the Shop for the half year ending 31-3-1965. The case of the 
Union is Sri K.K. Velayudhan was a tapper in Toddy Shop No. 6 under 
the contractor and the contractor refused to measure out toddy from April 
Ist 1965. The Union tried to establish their case by evidence adduced 
through twowitnesses WW1 and WW2. WW1 Kuttappan Koyikal was a 
tapper employed in the shop . He sweared that Sri K. K. Velayudhan was 
a tapper in the Shop . WW2 Sri Raghavan , a native of Valli Keezhu 
adduced evidence to the effect that he has seen Sri K. K. Velayudhan 
tapping trees which he has leased for tapping to the shop in his compound. 
On the other hand witness on behalf of contractor EW1, Sri Alias sweared 
that there was only 14 tappers in the shop and Sri K. K. Velayudhan was 
not one among them . But he could not say definitely whether Sri 
K.K. Velayudhan was a tapper for about twomonths prior to April 1965 
as he was absent on sickness during the said period . The certificate pro 
duced before me from the Excise Inspector, Quilon Rarge showed that there 
were only 14 tappers to whom permits and licences were issued for tapping 
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for the 2nd half year 1964-65 at the shop No. 6 and Sri K. K. Velayudhan s 
name is not included in the certified list. The Union has also admitted in 
argument that Sri K. K. Velayudhan was not a licenced tapper in the shop. 
Their only case is that Sri K. K. Velayudhan was doing tapping in an un 
official way in some vacancies existed in the shop . From the evidences it 
is clear that Sri K. K. Velayudhan was not a regular tapper in the shop for 
whom permit and licence were issued by Excise Authorities. But there were 
sufficientmaterials to show that Sri K. K. Velayudhan was doing tapping 
in the shop . 

Issue No. 2 . 

This relates to his re-employment in the shop . It has come up in 
evidence that Sri K. K. Velayudhan was doing tapping in shop in some 
vacancies. So in case such vacancies exist in the shop Sri K. K. Velayudhan 
will be given employment. 

My final findings are thus: 

Sri K. K. Velayudban was not a regular tapper in the shop for whom 
permit and licence were issued by the Excise authorities. But he was doing 
tapping in the shop in some vacancies existed . In case such vacancies exist 
now Sri Velayudhan will be given employment.

referred to this Court for adjudication under Section 10 (1 ) (c) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) by the Govern 
ment of Kerala in their Order, Health and Labour (H ) Department, 
G. O.Rt. No. 2456 /66 /HLD . dated 11-7-1966 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued, the union appeared before Court and 
put in their statement. In spite of register ed disposal notice being served 
on the Management, they have neither appeared before court nor put in a 
written statement . The Management was 

therefore declared exparte. 
Sri K. Kannan , the Secretary of the Premier Clay Works Thozhilali Union 
and one of the 24 workmen dismissed from service, shown as worker No. 10 
in the order of reference , was examined as ww1. 

3. It is the case of the Union that the Management of Premier Clay 
Works Ltd., Narath had locked out the factory with effect from 6-4-1966 
for no reason , that Engine driver Sri P. M.Kelappan and the 24 workmen 
under reference were kept under suspension , and that they were asked to 

domestic enquiry in the office of the factory on 8-4-1966 . Since 
a lockout was declared by the Management, none of the workmen could 
attend the domestic enquiry . A complaint made by . the Union dated 
11-4-1966 in the matter was of no avail. The workers were dismissed from 
service with effect from 20-4-1966 . 

4. Sri K. Kannan ? examined as WWI swears before court that 
Sri P. M.Kelappan , engine driver and the other 24 workmen including him 
self, were dismissed from service without any charge sheet being served on 
them . They have not committed any misconduct, and were dismissed from 
service without an enquiry. The dismissed male workers were receiving 
daily wages of Rs. 3.62, the female workers daily wages of Rs. 3.37 , and 
the engine driver Rs. 4. 32. All of them have put in more than 12 years 
of service in the establishment. 
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5. Since the establishment is now lying closed down , the union 
requests that compensation be awarded in lieu of reinstatement for the 
illegal dismissal of the above workmen . There is no evidence on record 
to make out what exactly was the charge against each of the dismissed 
workmen , and whether or not any domestic enquiry was conducted . It is 
not known whether the dismissed workmen were found guilty of the 
misconduct at the domestic enquiry . In the circumstances, the dismissal of 
the workmen has to beset aside. However , in the peculiar circumstances of 
this case I am of opinion that it is only fit and proper that the workmen be 
given compensation in lieu of reinstatement. 

6. It is admitted by the Union that all the workmen have put in 
more than 12 years of service, and that while the male workmen were 
receiving Rs. 3.62 each daily, the female workers ( Nos. 7, 8, 12 , 15, 19, 20 
and 21 under reference) were receiving daily wages of Rs. 3:37 cach . The 
engine driver, in reference No. 2 , was receiving Rs. 4.32 . 

7. In the result the dismissed engine driver Sri P. M. Kelappan 
will be granted a compensation of Rs. 1000 (Rupees one thousand only ) 
from the Management, in lieu of reinstatement. Of the 2+ workmen disa 
missed from service, shown in reference No. 3 , the mile workmen Nos 1, 
Eacha Kunhamboo, 2. Sri C. Ebrahim , 3. M. Narayanan Nambiar, 
4. K. V. Kunjappu, 5. V. Kunhiraman , 6. V. Narayanan , 9. K. Kamal, 
10. Kandathil, Kannan , 11. Kandan Kunhamboo, 13. M. V. Narayana 
Marar," 14 . E. V. Kunhamboo, 16. P. Kunhamboo , 17. A. Mammatliu , 
18. P. Bappu, 22. E. P. Mammathu , 23. Kompan Kunhappa and 24 . 
Kovvan Kunhamboo will receive a compensation of Rs. 730 (Rupees seven 
hundred and fifty only) each from the Management in lieu of reinstate 
ment, and the female workers Nos . 7. V. Narayani, 1. K. Chappila, 12. 
K. Paithal, 15. Kunjeru E., 19. Odam Narayany, 20. Kari Narayani, and 
21. E. Yasoda will receive a compensation of Rs. 700 (Rupees seven 
hundred only ) each from the Managemeit in lieu of reinstatement. The 
Union however does not press for an award over the lockout of the 
factory with effect from 6-4.1966 . An award is p.ussed accordingly. 

.8 . This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

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AWARD 
The industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per Order G. O. Rt. No. 44031 
66 /HLD dated 12-12-1966 . The issues referred for adjudication are the 
following : 

" 1 . Unemployment in the Raveendra Coir Works, Kanichu 

kulangara , Snertallai from 19.8-1966 onwards. 
2. Holiday wages for Thiru - onam , 
The General Secretary , Muhamma Coir Factory Workers Union , 
Muhamma submitted his claim statement on 23-1-1967 in which it was 
contended as under: 

On 20-9-1966 the Union had submitted a charter of demands before the 
Management of the Raveendra Coir Works for and on behalf of the workmen 
concerned and the main demands were as follows : 

(1) Immediate payment of the balance of wages due to weavers 

amounting to Rs. 6,871.89 . 
(2 ) Holiday wages due to all workmen for,May Day 1966 , August 

15th and Thiru -Onam day. 
( 3) Leave with wages due to workmen for the year 1965-66 . 

(4 ) Compensation for non -employment to workmen from 1-9-1966 
The Government was pleased to refer only a part of their demand for 
adjudication and so this claim statement is filed by the Union reserving their 
right to agitate for the other issues. 

The Proprietor is deliberately denying employment to the workmen , 
since the Union has demanded for the arrears, of wages due to the workers. 
The Proprietor is having large orders and is executing the same by getting 
the materials manufactured elsewhere. This act of the Proprietor is unjust, 
illegal and against all principles of natural justice. 

The workers were given seven days holiday wages by this Proprietor 
including the Thiru -Onam day also . Buthe has not paid the holiday wages 
for May Day, Independence Day and Thiru Onam Day for the year 1966 . 

The workmen concerned are entitled to get these amenities as well as 
compensation during the period of denial of employment to them . 

The Proprietor, Raveendra Coir Works, Kanichukulangara submitted 
his counter statement in which he has set up his case as follows: 

This establishment is dealing with the manufacture of coir products and 
has no direct orders from outside except 5 % of the out turn , but only 
canvasses local orders and execute the work. This dispute relates to work 
men recruited on temporary basis for the manufacture of coir mattings. 

The manufacture of coir mattings is not available throughout the year 
and it spreads for a period of three months having maximum work between 
April to August. Even this limited work is carried on , because of some 
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Russian orders which are canvassed through brokers after paying huge 
commission . In this field of wide competition , when many pay low wages 
it will not be possible for anyone to pay standardised wages and execute the 
work received on canvassing, after payment of huge commissions. Thus the 
Management was diffident in taking orders , but in order to maintain the 
business the Management used to accept few orders when the same were 
available. For this purpose permanent worsmen are not required as it will 
be impossible to provide them with work through out the year. Therefore 
temporary workers were recruited as and when necessary and wages were 
paid to them on an agreed basis. 

Under the above mentioned circumstances in the year 1965 work was 
available only for a maximum period of 92 days.. On 7-6-1966, 43 workmen 
were recruited on temporary basis . Although this work was schedule to be 
over on 10-8-1966 the work continued up to 19th of August and on that date 
the Union intervened and advised the workmen not to receire the wages. 
But the matter was settled by paying them leave with wages and other dues 
and bonus. Inspite of the said settlement the Union submitted a memoran . 
dum of demands on 20-9-1969 for arrears ofwages duc from May onwards 
and also for holiday wages and compensation for loss of work from 1-9-1966. 
This action of the Union is motivated by reasoas unrelated to the problems 
of Coir Industry . There is no question of denial of employment as alleged 
by the Union since the Management had no permanent workers. The 
workers recruited on 7-6-1966 as per notice dated 3-6-1956 were strictly and 
specifically on temporary basis and they were given temporary cards also and 
when the work was over on 19.8-1966 these workers stood automatically 
discharged from that date onwards. There is no obligation on the part of 
the Management either to provide them with work or to compensate them 
for lack of work. The question is therefore not denial of employment but 
unemployment. The reasons for unemployment have been already 
expatiated above. Coir mats and mattings could notbe manufactured and 
stocked and then sold at available markets. Afanufacturing is carrici on 
only as per orders. Since there are no orders at present work cannot be 
given and this state of affairs is due to reasons beyond the control of the 
Management for which theManagement is not liable to compensate anyor.e . 

The issue regarding holiday wages for Thiru -Onam cannot be 
adjudicated since there was no work in the factory on the date of Thiru 
Onam . The work was over by 19-8-1966 and Thiru Onam Was on 
28-8-1966 . Under the Act when there was no work during that week , no 
wages need be paid and especially when the workmen are temporary workers 
who were discharged on 19-8-1966 no wages at all need be paid. 

The Management concluded their statement with a prayer that their 
contentionsmay be upheld and an award passed accordingly . 

The Union submitied a replication in which they have repudiated all the 
assertions of the Management as stated in their reply statement. 

The case came up for cvidence and the Union examined WIVI and 
marked Exts. W1to W4. The case was then posted for further evidence of 


the Union and on 18-5-1967 the parties jointly filed a compromise petition in 
which they have simply stated that since the matter has been settled out of 
court the case may be struck off from the file. Thus there is no dispute 
at present between the parties and so I hereby pass this award dismissing the . 
dispute. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days after 
its publication in the Government Gazette.

AWARD 
The above dispute arises from a reference made by Government by 
Order No. G. O. Rt . 4137 /64/HLD dated 26-12-1964 of the Health and 
Labour (H ) Department. The issue referred is " Permanency of temporary 
workers" . 
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2. The case of the Union as set out in its statement is as follows: 
The Kerala Tilery in Feroke is a well established and reputed concern . The 
workers mentioned in Schedule A to the statement were originally employed 
in the factory under contractors. 

After the award of the Industrial Tribunal 
in I. D. No. 17/57 which was confirmed by the Supreme Court in December 
1963, the management of the Kerala Tilery also has abolished the contract 
labour system and has been treating the workers mentioned in the schedule 
as employees under the factory with retrospective effect from 1959. They 
have been working in various sections of the factory for the last 5 to 10 
years." But contrary to the spirit of the Award in I. D. No. 17/57 and the 
assurance given by the Managementto the Union they are still treated as 
temporary workers ; benefits of gratuity, Provident Fund, Bonus, leave with 
wages and other privileges are being denied to them . Repeated requests by 
the Union , that considering their long service they should be given perma 
nency in employment, was not accepted by the Management. The matter 
was brought to the notice of the Labour Department. In the conference 
called by the Assistant Labour Officer and attended by the representatives of 
the managiment and the workers an agreement was arrived at by which the 
management agreed to treat workers 1 to 9 mentioned in the Schedule , as 
permanent employees of the factory from 21-5-1964 onwards and to discuss 
the question of permanency of employment of others at a later date. Even 
that agreement has not been implemented so far by the management. When 
the Union requested the management to implement atleast that part of the 
agreement, the management informed the Union that the agreement was 
not binding upon them . Again thematter was brought to the notice of the 
Labour Department and a second conference was called by the District 
Labour Officer . But due to the adamant, attitude of the management no 
decision could be arrived at. Workers mentioned in Schedule B are also 
temporary employecs under the Factory . Even though they have been 
working in the factory for the last 5 to 6 years as temporary employees, none 
of them have been given perminency of employment and like the workers 
mentioned in Schedule A the benelits and privileges are being denied to 
them . Vacancies arising in the factory due to death or otherwise in the 
permanent cadre are being filled up with temporary hands and such tempo 
rary workers are not being given permanancy in employment even after so 
many years of service by themanagement to escape payment of benefits which 
they would be entitled to if they are regularised . The workers mentioned in 
Schedules A and B are entitled to permanancy ofemployment with retros 
pective effect from 1959 . 

. 
3. The Management by their reply statement, contended as follows : 
It was only by the judgment dated 18-12-1963 of the Supreme Court in 
I. D. 17/57 that the contract system was abolished in the Company. So the 
position is that until 18-12-1963 the workmen concerned in this reference had 
no rights to claim under the Industrial Disputes Act as they were not emplo 
yees under the Management but were employees of the contractor. For that 
re.ison they cannot claim the benefit of past service from 1959. Temporary 
workers are an unavoidable and inevitable necessity in a company like the 
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Management Company because of market fluctuations and climatic changes 
ctc . 

It is not possible to give work to ihe temporary workers throughout 
the year. They are required only to fill up leave vacancies among the per 
manent workers. The Management has not agreed to treat any of the workers 
mentioned in the schedules as permanent workers . The number of parma 
nent workers now employed are quite sufficient for the requirements of the 
Management and it does not adınit of any addition without causing serious 
financial difficulties and detriment to the industry . The workers mentioned 
in A and B schedules cannot be given permanancy . 

4. The union filed a rejoinder controverting the contentions of the 
Management. It is pointed out that the work done by the temporary 
workers is an ordinary and essential part of the industrial process carried on 
in the concern and so the workers are entitled to permanancy . It is further 
asserted that manufacture of tiles is not a seasonal industry . 

5. The Union examined wWs 1 to 4 and marked Ext. W1to W4. 
The management examined MWs 1 and 2 and marked Ext. M1 to M15 . 

6. The points for determination are :-- 
( 1) Whether the workers mentioned A and B Schedules to the 

Union statement are entitled to be made permanent ? 
(2) If so , from what date ? 

7. Point Nos. 1 and 2 . The A Schedule contains the names of 
23 workers. The B Schedule contains thenames of 40 workers, 23 of them 
being in the clay department, 13 in the Press Section and 4 in the londing 
section . The case of the Union is that the workers mentioned in the A 
schedule have put in a service of 5 to 10 years and the workers in the B 
schedule have put in a servicc of 5 to 6 years and yet they are treated as 
temporary workers only despite the fact that the wo:k done by them is of a 
permanent nature . It is contended that this goes against the spirit of the 
Award of this Tribunal in I. D. 17 ;57 (confirmed in 1963 by the Supreme 
Court) which abolished the contract system in the factory . Ext.M3 is the 
Award of the Tribunal. Ext. M4 is the judgment of the Supreme Court. 
The evidence of the Union witnesses is to the effect that these workers are 
allowed to work for only 3 months at a stretch and then they will be sent 
away for two weeks . This according to them , is a device resorted to by the 
Management to prevent the workers from claiming permanancy and all its 
concomittant rights and privileges. On the other hand , the Management 
would have it that the work in the factory is seasonal and they engage these 
workers only in emergencies when the permanent workers are absent or go 
on leave. This is spoken to by MWs 1 and 2. MW1 says that the season 
time is from November to May when 27 presses would be worked and that 
from June to November it would be less. It has however been brought out 
in the cross - examination of MW2, that 24 presses used to be worked before 
the contract system was abolished and that even subsequently the same 
number of presses is continuing to be worked . He also admits that after the 
abolition of the contract system , production has not decreased . Again , his 
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evidence will show that on an average about 140 to 150 workers are employ 
ed in the factory during the supposed off season as in the normal period . So 
the contention of the Management that work in the factory is only seasonal 
does not carry conviction . 

8. TheManagementhas however a further contention that they have 
a sufficientnumber of permanent workers and that it is not possible to add 
to their number without the risk ofrunning into financial difficulties. The 
number of permanent workers is said to be 183. (MW2). ButMW1 admits 
that during the period 1959 to 1966 , about 10 permanent workers have left 
their employment and that nobody has been appointed in the vacancies so 
created . It is also seen that on 20-5-1964 , the Management had entered 
into a settlement with the Union in the presence of the Assistant Labour 
Officer evidenced by Ext. W3, agreeing to make the workers who are Nos. 1 
to 9 in A Schedule permanent with effect from 21-5-1964. Though the 
genuineness of Ext.W3 was challenged in the course of the arguments, it could 
be seen from the deposition of WWI, that the Management had no such casei 
at the evidence stage . In my view , theManagement is bound by Ext. W3 and 
I hold that the workers mentioned therein have a right to be made perma 
nent with effect from 21-5-1964. With regard to the others , I think it would 
be enough if the Management is directed to make them permanent accord 
ing to seniority as and when vacancies occur in the permanent cadre. 
Learned counsel for the union also submitted that he would be satisfied with 
such a direction . 

9. An award is accordingly passed to the above effect. The workers to 
be made permanent forthwith are ( 1) Nadukandy Sankaran , (2) Pilakkal 
Balan , (3 ) M. Vasu , (4 ) P. Beeran , (5 ) Kakkat Chandran . (6 ) Thekkedath 
Govindankutty , (7) Thottungal Gopi, (8 ) Muthala Veettil Kinhikuttan and 
( 9) Vadakkumpat Raman . This award shall come into force on the expiry 
of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

ORDER 
Government consider that, with a view to ensure more expeditious 
despatch of business in the Motor Vehicles Department it is necessary to 
delegate more powers to the Deputy Transport Commissioner. They there 
fore direct that the following further powers will be exercised by the Deputy 
Transport Commissioner. 

A. Administrative Powers : 
(1) Appointments. To appoint all N. G. Os. in the Department excepting 
Assistant Motor Vehicles Inspectors coming under the Kerala Transport Sub 
ordinate Service, subject to the Public Service Commission Recruitment 
Rules in force . 

(2 ) Leave.-- To grant casual leave to officers in the office of the Transport 
Commissioner and office of the State Transport Authority , 

( 3) Creation of posts paid from contingencies . - To sanction the creation of 
posts of part-time sweepers subject to the standards given in the G. O. (P ) 
248 / PD . dated 24-4-1962 as amended by G. O. (P ) 205 /64 /PD . dated 
11-6-1964 and subject to the budget provision ; the wages not exceeding 
Rs. 35 per mensem (part-timeallowance Rs. 15 + D. A. Rs. 20 ). 

B. Financial Powers : 
( 1) Withdrawals from Provident Fund Deposits.-- To sanction all cases of 
temporary withdrawals both in normal cases and in cases requiring special 
sanction and non -refundable withdrawals from Provident Fund deposits of 
Officers under him subject to the conditions laid down in G. O. (P ) 248 /PD . 
dated 24-4-1962. 
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(2) Local purchase of stationery articles .-- To sanction the purchase of 
stationery articles in unforeseen circumstances upto a limit of Rs. Fifty only 
in each case and subject to a maximum of Rs. 500 (Rupees Five hundred ) 
only per annum and subject to the store purchase Rules . 

( 3 ) Non-recurring contingent charges. - To incur all items of non -recurring 
contingent expenditure in the office of the Transport Commissioner within 
the limits of budget grant subject to the rules in the Appendix 4 Kerala 
Financial Code, Volume II . 

(1 ) Disposal of un serviceable articles and stores in auction .- To dispose of 
unserviceable articles and stores in auction upto a monetary limit of 
Rs. 250 in each case subject to the rules in Articles 165-168 of the Kerala

(5 ) Purchase of furniture.-- To sanction the local purchase of furniture upto 
a maximum of Rs. 500 in each case subject to budget provision and also to 
the conditions that (a ) no Government agency is able to supply the required 
furniture in time (b ) the purchase is made after inviting competitive tenders 
and (c) the purchase shall be made according to the standard prescribed in 
the G. O. (P ) 248 /PD . dated 24-4-1962 . 

(6 ) Purchase of stores.-- To sanction purchase of stores upto Rs. 109 
(Rupees hundred only) at a time subject to the budget allotment and subject 
to the Store Purchase Rules. 

(7) Repairs of Motor Vehicles. To sanction repairing charges of Motor 
vehicles under the control of the Department upto Rs. 500 (Rupees Five 
hundred ) only in each case subject to store rules. The repair works should 
be entrusted to approved workshops only and the rates of repair charges 
should be got approved by the Assistant Engineers of the Regional Engineer 
ing Workshop Sub -Divisions attached to the Buildings and Roads Circles of 
the P. W.D., provided the Officers have undergone training for two months 
in the scrutiny of repair bills of motor vehicles in the Workshops of the 
Kerala State Road Transport Corporation . The Store Purchase rules should 
be followed for thepurchase of spare parts . 

(8 ) Reimbursement of medical expenses.--- To sanction all cases of reimburse 
ments of medical expenses of subordinate Officers subject to the conditions 
and limitations under the Government Servants Medical Benefit Rules .

( 1) Renting of private buildings for Offices.- To sanction the hiring of 
private buildings for offices upto Rs. 100 (Rupees One hundred ) only per 
mensem in each case and subject to the conditions laid down in item 45 
of Appendix 4 Kerala Financial Code, Volume II. 

(2) Destruction of old records. — To sanction destruction of old records as 


per rules , 


(3 ) Sanction of Cycle advance.To sanction cycle advance to the Officers 
whom the Deputy Transport Commissioner is competent to appoint - vide 
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G. O. (P ) 499/66 / Fin . dated 16-11-1966 and G. O. ( P ) 39/67 /Fin . dated 
28-1-1967 

(4 ) Countersigning of T. A. Bills . — To countersign T. A. Bills of Gazetted 
Officers in the offices of the Transport Commissioner and Secretary , State 
Transport Authority . 

(5 ) Investigation of arrear claims. To sanction investigation of arrear 
claims by the AccountantGeneral to non-gazetted officers in the Department 
and under contingencies excluding time-barred claims. 

(6 ) Purchase of books.To sanction purchase of books for the use of the 
Department, subject to the conditions that the rules in item 11 Appendix 4, 
Kerala Financial Code, Volume II, should be followed .

THE PASSPORTS ORDINANCE , 1967 

No. 4 OF 1967 
Promulgated by the Fresident in the Eighteenth Year of the Republic of 

India . 
" An Ordinance to provide for the issue of passports and travel documents , 10 

regulate the departure from India of ci!izens of India and other persons and 

for matters incidental or ancillary therelo . 
WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President. is pieased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short tille, extent and commencement.-- (1 ) This Ordinance may be called 
the Passports Ordinance , 1967, 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions.-- In this Ordinance,unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " departure" , with its grammatical variations and cognate 
expressions,means departure from India by water, land or air ; 

(b ) " passport" means a passport issued under this Ordinance . 

Explanation . For the purposes of section 3, " passport” includes a 
passport which having been issued by or under the authority of the 
Government of a foreign country satisfies the conditions prescribed under 
G. 869 


the Passport (Entry into India ) Act, 1920, (34 of 1920 ) in respect of the 
class of passports to which it belongs; 

(c) " passport authority " means an officer or authority empowered 
under rules made under this Ordinance to issue passports or travel 
documents and includes the CentralGovernment; 

(d ) " prescribed ” means prescribed by rules made under this 
Ordinance : 

(e) " travel document" means a certificate referred to in sub 
section (2 ) of section 4 . 

Explanation .-- For the purposes of section 3, " travel document" 
includes a certificate which being issue ! by or under the authority of 

the Government of a foreign country satisfies the conditions prescribed . 
.3. Passport or travel document for departure from India . - No person shall depart 
from , or attempt to depart from , India unless he holds in this behalf a 
passport or travel document. 

4. Classes of passports and travel documents.- (1) The following classes of 
passports inay be issued under this Ordinance , namely: 

(a ) ordinary passport; 
(b ) official passport: 

(c ) diplomatic passport. 

( 2 ) . The following classes of travel documents may be issued under 
this Ordinance, namely : 

(a) emergency certificate authorising a person to enter India , 

(b ) certificate of identity for the purpose of establishing the 
identity of a person ; 

( c) such other certificate as may be prescribed . 

(3 ) The Central. Government shall , in consonance with the usage 
and practice followed by it in this behalf, prescribe the classes of persons to 
whom the classes of passports and travel documents referred to respectively 
in sub -section ( 1) and sub -section (2) may be issued under this Ordinance. 

5. Issue of passports and travel documents.- (1) An application for the issue 
of a passport or a travel document under this Ordinance, or for an endorse 
ment on such passport or travel document, for visiting such foreign country 
or countries as may be specified in the application may be made to the 
passport authority and shall be in such form , contain such particulars and be 
accompanied by such fee (if any) not exceeding rupees twenty-five asmay be 
prescribed 

(2 ) On receipt of an application , the passport authority, after 
making such inquiry, if any, as it may consider necessary, shall subject to 
the other provisions of this Ordinance , by order in writing , - 

(a) issue the passport or travel document with endorsement, or, as 
the case may be, make on the passport or travel document the endorse 
ment, in respect of the foreign country or countries specified in the 
application ; or 
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(b ) issue the passportor travel documentwith endorsement, or, as 
the case may be, make on the passport or travel document the endorse 
ment, in respect of one or more of the foreign countries specified in the 
application and refuse to make an endorsement in respect of the other 
country or countries ; or 

(c) refuse to issue the passport or travel document. 

(3 ) Where the passport authority makes an order under clause (b) 
or clause (c) of sub -section (2) on the application of any person, it shalt 
record in writing a brief statement of its reasons for making such order and 
furnish to that person on demand a copy of the same unles in any case the 
passport authority is of the opinion that it will not be in the icterests of the 
sovereignty and integrity of India , the security of India , friendly relations of 
India with any foreign State or in the interests of the general public to 
furnish such copy. 

6. Refusal of passports, travel documents, elc.- (1 ) Subject to the other 
provisions ofthis Ordinance, the passport authority shall refuse to make an 
endorsement for visiting any foreign country under clause (b ) of sub -section 
(2) of section 5 on any one or more of the following grounds, and on no 
other ground namely : 

(a) that the applicantmay , or is likely to engage in such country 
in activities prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India ; 

(b) that the presence of the applicant in such country may, or is 
likely to be detrimental to the security of India; 

(c) that the presence of the applicant in such country may, or is 
likely to, prejudice the friendly relations of India with any foreign State ; 

(d ) that in the opinion of the CentralGovernment the presence of 
the applicant in such country is not in the public interest. 

(2) Subject to the other provisions of this Ordinance, the passport 
authority shall refuse to issue a passport or travel document for visiting asy 
foreign country under clause (c) of sub -section (2) of section 5 on any one or 
more of the following grounds, and on no other ground , namely :-- 

(a ) that the applicant is not a citizen of India ; 

(b ) that the applicantmay, or is likely to engage outside India in 
activities prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

(c) that the departure of the applicant from India may, or is likely 
to, be detrimental 10 the security of India ; 

(d ) that the presence of the applicant outside India may, or is 
likely to, prejudice the friendly relations of India with any foreign 
State ; 

(e) that the applicanthas, at any timeduring the period of five 
years immediately preceding the date of his application , been convicted 
by a court in India for any offence and sentenced to imprisonment for 
not less than two years ; 
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(f ) that proceedings in respect ofan offence alleged to have been 
comuiited by the applicant are perding before a criminal court in India ; 

(g) that the applicant has no adequate means of supporting 
himself outside India consistently with his dignity and self respect as a 
citizen of India : 

(h ) that the applicant has been repatriated and has not reim 
bursed the expenditure incurred in connection with such repatriation ; 

(i) that in the opinion of the CentralGovernment the issue of a 
passport to the applicant will not be in the public interest. 

7. Duration of passports and travel documents.-- A passport or travel docu 
ment issued under section 5 shall, unless revoked earlier , continue in force for 
such period as may be prescribed and different periods may be prescribed 
for different classes of passports and travel documents : 

Provided that a passport or a travel document may be issued for a 
shorter period than the prescribed period -- 

(a ) if the person by whom it is required so desires ; or 

(b ) if the passport authority, for reasons to be communicated fin 
writing to the applicant, considers in any case that the passport or travel 
document should be issued for a shorter period . 

8. Renewal of passports.-- Every passport shall, unless the passport autho 
rity for reasons to be recorded in writing fotherwise determines in any case, 
be renewable for the same period for which the passport was originally issued 
and shall be so renewable from time to time and the provisions of this Ordi 
nance ( including the provisions as to fees) shall apply to the renewal of a 
passport as they apply to the issue thereof. 

9. Conditions and formsof passports and travel documents. - The conditions 
subject to which , and the form in which , a passport or travel document shall 
be issued or renewed shall be such as may be prescribed : 

Provided that different conditions and different formsmay be prescribed 
for different classes of passports or travel documents : 

Provided further that a passport or travel document may contain in 
addition to the prescribed conditions such other conditions as the passport 
authority may , with the previous approval of the Central Government, 
impose in any particular case . 

10. Variation , impounding and revocation of passports and travel documents.-- 
(1) The passport authority may vary or cancel the endorsements on a pass 
port or travel document or with the previous approval of the CentralGovern 
ment vary or cancel the conditions (other than the prescribed conditions) 
subject to which a passport or travel document has been issued and may, for 
that purpose, require the holder of a passport or a travel document, by 
notice in writing, to deliver up the passport or travel document to it within 
such time as may be specified in the notice. 

(2) The passport authority may , on the application of the holder of a 
passport or a travel document,also vary or cancel the conditions (other than 
the prescribed conditions) of the passport or travel document, 
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(3 ) The passportauthority may impound or cause to be impounded 
or revoke a passport or a travel document, - 

(a ) if the passport authority is satisfied that the holder of the pass . 
port or traveldocument is in wrongful possession thereof i 

(b ) if the passport or travel documentwas obtained by the suppres 
sion ofmaterial information or on the basis of wrong information pro 
vided by the holder of the passport or travel document or any other 
person on his behalf ; 

(c) if the passport authority deems it necessary so to do in the 
interests of the sovereignty and integrity of India , the security of India, 
friendly relations of India with any foreign State, or in the interests of 
the geacral public ; 

(d ) if any of the conditions of the passport or travel document has 
been contravened ; 

(e) if the holder of the passport or travel document has failed to 
comply with a notice under sub -section (1) requiring him to deliver up 
the same : 

(1) if it is brought to the notice of the passport authority that a 
warrant or summons for the appearance, or a warrant for the arrest, of 
the holder of the passport or travel document has been issued by a court 
under any law for the timebeing in force or if an order prohibiting the 
departure from India of the holder ofthe passport or other travel docu 
ment has been made by any such court and the passport authority is 
satisfied that a warrant or summons has been so issued for an order has 
been so made. 

(4 ) The passport authority may also revoke a passport or travel docu 
ment on the application of the holder thercof. 

(5 ) Where the passport authority makes an order varying or cancelling 
the endorsements on , or varying the conditions of, a passport or travel Cocu 
ment under sub -section (1) or an order impounding or revoking a passport 
under sub -section (3 ), it shall record in writing a brief statement of the 
reasons for making such order and furnish to the holder of the passport or 
travel document on demand a copy of the same unless in any case, the pass 
port authority is of the opinion that it will not be in the interests of the 
sovereignty and integrity of India, the security of India , friendly relations of 
India with any foreign State or in the interests of the general public to 
furnish such a copy . 

(6 ) Theauthority to whom the passport authority is subordinate may, 
by order in writing , impound or casue to be impounded or revoke a passport 
or a travel document on any ground on which it may be impounded or 
revoked by the passport authority and the foregoing provisions of this section 
shall, as far as may be, apply in relation to the impounding or revocation of 
passpot or travel documect by such authority , 

(7 ) A court convicting the holder of passport or travel document of 
any offence under this Ordinance or the rules made thereunder may also 
revoke the passport or travel document: 
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Provided that if the conviction is set aside on appeal or otherwise the 
revocation shall become void . 

(8) An order of revocation under sub-section (7)may also be made by 
an appellate court or by the High Court when exercising its powers of 
revision , 

(9) On the revocation of a passport or a travel document under this 
section the holder thereof shall, without delay, surrender the passport or 
travel document,if the same has not already been impounded , to be authority 
by whom it has been revoked or to such other authority as may be specified 
in this behalf in the order of revocation . 

11. Appeals.- (1) Any person aggrieved by an order of the passport 
authority under clause (b) or clause (c) of sub -section (2) of section 5 or 
clause (b) of the proviso to section 7 or sub-section (1) or sub -section (3) of 
section 10 or by an order under sub-section (6 ) of section 10 of the authority 
to whom the passport authority is subordinate, may prefer an appeal against 
that order to such authority (hereinafter referred to as the appellate 
authority) and within such period as may be prescribed : 

Provided that no appeal shall lie against any order made by the Central 
Goverrment. 

(2 ) No appeal shall be a Imitted if it is preferred after the expiry of the 
period prescribed therefor : 

Provided that an appeal may be admitted after the expiry of the period 
prescribed therefor if the appellant satisfied the appellate authority that he 
had sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal within that period. 

(3) The period prescribed for an appeal shall be computed in accord . 
ance with the provisions of the Limitation Act, 1963 (36 of 1963), with 
respect to the computation of the periods of limitation thereunder. 

(4 ) Every appeal under this section shall be made by a petition in 
writing and shallbe accompanied by a copy of the statement of the reasons 
for the order appealed against where such copy has been furnished to the 
appellant and by such fee (if any) not exceeding rupees twenty -five as may 
be prescribed . 

(5 ) In disposing of an appeal, the appellate authority shall follow such 
procedure as may be prescribed : 

Provided that no appeal shall be disposed of unless the appellant has 
been given a reasonable opportunity of representing his case . 

(6 ) Every order of the appellate authority confirming, modifying or 
reversing the order appealed against shall be final. 
12 Offences and penalties.- (1) Whoever 

(a ) contravenes the provisions section 3 ; or 

(b ) knowingly furnishes any false information or suppresses any 
material information with a view to obtaining a passport or a travel 
document under this Ordinance or alters or attempts to alter or causes 
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to alter the entries made in a passport or a travel document issued under 
this Ordinance ; or 

(c) fails to produce for inspection his passport or travel document 
(whether issued under this Ordinance or not) when called upon to do 
so by the prescribed authority ; or 

(d ) knowingly uses a passport or a travel document issued to 
another person ; or 

(e) knowingly allows another person to use a passport or a travel 
document issued to him 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to sis 
inonths or with fine which may extend to twothousand rupees or with both . 

( 2) Whoever abets any offence punishable under sub-section (1) shall, 
the act abetted is committed in consequence of the abetment, be punishable 
with the punishment provided in that sub -section for that offence . 

(3) Whoever contravenes any condition of a passport or a travel dochi 
ment or any provision of this Ordinance or any rule made thereunder for 
which no punishment is provided elsewhere in this Ordinance shall be 
punishable with itoprisonment for a term which may extend to three months 
or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees or with both . 

(4 ) Whoever, having been convicted of an offence under this 
Ordinance, is again convicted ofan offence under this Ordinance shall be 
punishable with double the penalty provided for the latter offence . 

13. Power to arrest.- (1 ) Any officer of customs empowered by a general 
or special order of the Central Government in this behalf and any officer of 
police not below the rank of a sub -inspectormay arrest withoutwarrant any 
person against whom a reasonable suspicion exists that he has committed any 
offence punishable under section 12 and shall , as soon as may be, inform 
him of the grounds for such arrest. 

(2) . Every officer making an arrest. under this section shall, without 
unnecessary delay , take or send the person arrested beforc a magistrate having 
jurisdiction in the case or to the officer in charge of the nearest police station 
and the provisions of section 61 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 
(5 of 1898) shall, so far as may be, apply in the case of any such arrest . 

14. Power of search and seizure .- (1 ) Any officer of customs empowered by 
a general or special order of the CentralGovernment in this behalf and 
officer of police not below the rank of a sub - inspector may search any place 
and seize any passport or travel document from any person against whom a 
reasonable suspicion exists that he has committed any offence punishable 
under section 12 . 

(2 ) The provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1893 (5 of 1898 ) 
relating to scarches and seizures shall so far as may be, apply to searches and 
seizures urder this section .. 

15. Previous sanction of Central Government necessary.-- No prosecution shall 
be instituted against any person in respect of any offence under this 
Ordinance without the previous sanction of the Central Government or such 
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officer or authority as may be authorised by that Government by order in 
writing in this behalf. 

16. Protection of action taken in good faith .-- No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Government or any officer or authority 
for anything which is in good faith done or i tended to be done under this 
Ordinance. 

17. Passports and travel documents lo be property of Central Government. - A 
passport or travel document issued under this Ordinance shall at all times 
remain the property of the CentralGovernment. 

18. Passports and travel documents to be ind alid for travel to certain countries. 
Upon the issue of a notification by the Central Government that a foreign 
country is 

(a ) a country which is committing external aggression against 
Ir dia ; or 

(b ) a country assisting the country committing external aggression 
against India ; or 

(c) a country where armed hostilities are in progress ; or 

(d ) a country to which travel must be restricted in the public 
interest because such travel would seriously impair the conduct of foreign 

affairs of the Government of India , 
a passport or traveldocument issued under this Ordinance for travel through 
or visiting such country shall cease to be valid for such travel or visit unless 
in any case a special endorsement in that behalf is made in the prescribed 
form by the prescribed authority , 

19. Is ue of passports and travel documents to persons who are not citizens of 
India .--- Notwithstanding arything contained in the foregoing provision 
relating to issue of a passport or a travel document, the Central Government 
may issue, or cause to be issued a passport or a travel document to a person 
who is not a citizen of India if that Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary so to do in ihe public interest. 

20. Power to delegato . - The Central Government may , by notification in 
the Official Gazette, direct that any power or function which may be exer 
cised or performed by it under this Ordinance other than the power under 
clause (d) of sub -section (1) of section 6 or the power under clause (i) of 
sub -section (2 ) of that section or the power under section 23, may, in relation 
to such matters and subject to snch conditions, if any , as it may specify in the 
notification , be exercised or performed by- 

(a ) such officer or authority subordinate to the Government; or 

(b ) in any foreign country in which there is no diplomatic mission 
of India by such foreign Consular Officer , 
as may be specified in the notification . 

21. Power to exempl. - Where the Central Government is of the opinion 
that it is necessary or expedient in the public interest so to do it may, by 
notification in the OfficialGazette and subject to such conditions, if any, as 
it may specify in the notification , 
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(a) cxempt any person or class of persons from the operation of all 
or any of the provisions of this Ordinance or the rules made thereunder ; 
and 

(b ) as often as may be, cancel any such notification and again 
subject, by a like notification , the person or class of persons to the 
operation of such provisions.

(Act 14 of 1967)

ACT 
further to amend the Essential Commodities Act , 1955 and to continue for a further 

period the Essential Commodities (Amendment) Act, 1964. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Eighteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and duration.-- ( 1) This Act may be called the Essential 
Commodities ( Amendment) Act, 1967. 

( 2 ) Section 2 shall cease to have effect on the 31st day of March , 1968 
save as respects things done or omitted to be done before such cesser and 
section 6 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), shall apply upon such 
cesser if section 2 had then been repealed by a Central Act. 

2. Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 
1955 (10 of 1955 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), after sub 
section (4 ), the following sub -sections shall be inserted, namely : 

“ (4A ) Where, for any reason , supplies of any article or thing 
required for the production ormanufacture of an essential comodity 
are notadequate to meet the full requirements of all the undertakings 
engaged in the production or manufacture of such commocity and the 
Central Government is of opinion that with the available supplies of 
such article or thing all the undertakings engaged in the production or

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manufacture of such commodity should , as far as practicable , be kept 
as going concerns for the production or manufacture of such commodity 
to the fullest extent possible and also for the prevention of unemploy 
ment, as far as practicable, amongst persons employed in such under 
takings, it may , by order, direct that- 

(a ) no employer shall close his undertaking, whether partially 
or wholly, except with the previous permission in writing of such 
officer as may be specified in this behalf in the order ; 

(b) no employer shall keep his undertaking working for more 
than such number ofdays in a week and such number of hours each 
day, asmay be specified in the order. 

(4B ) Where in pursuance of an order under clause (b ) of sub 
section (4A) an undertaking is closed , whether partially or wholly for 
any day or number of days in a week , the employer of the undertaking 
shall pay for such closure to each ofthe persons employed in the under 
taking or any part thereof which is closed , compensation which shall be 
equal to fifty percent of the totalof the basic wages and 

dearness 
allowance that would have been payable to such person had there been 
no such closure. 

(40 ) For removal of doubt, it is hereby declared that different 
orders may be made under sub-section (4A ) in respect of 

(i) different classes of undertakings ; or 

(ii) undertakings in different areas" . 
3. Validation of closure of cotton textile mills on certain days.-- Notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary contained in any law for the time being in force, 
where an employer in respect of an undertaking engaged in the production 
or manufacture of cotton textiles has closed such undertaking either wholly 
or partially on any day in a week during the period between the 12th day of 
December, 1966 and the 23rd day of December, 1966 , being the date of 
commencement of the Essential Commodities (Second Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1966 , (13 of 1966) (both days inclusive) in pursuance of the 
decision taken by the Government of India iu that behalf and specified by the 
Textile Commissioner to the Government of India, Bombay, in his circular 
dated the 3rd December, 1966 , 

(a ) such undertaking shall be deemed to have been closed on each 
such day in accordance with law ; and 

(b ) the employer shall pay compensation for such closure to the 
persons employed (including badli workmen ) in the undertaking at the 
rate provided for in section 25C of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 

(14 of 1947) . 
4. Continuance of Act 47 of 1964.-- The duration of the Essential Commodi 
ties (Amendment) Act, 1964, is extended for the period upto and including 
the 31stday of December, 1967, and accordingly, that Act shall have effect 
subject to the modification that in section 1 of that Act, in sub -section (3 ), 
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for the words, figures and letters " the 31st day of December, 1966" , the 
words, figures and letters " the 31st day of December, 1967" shall be, and 
shall be deemed always to have been , substituted . 

5. Repeal and saving :-(1) The Essential Commodities (Second Amend. 
ment) Ordinance, 1966 (13 of 1966 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the said Ordinance or under the principal Act as amended by the said 
Ordinance or under section 12A of the principal Act or section 8A of the 
Criminal Law Ameаdment Act, 1952 (46 of 1952 ), as continued by virtue of 
section 5 of the said Ordinance, shall be deemed to have been done or taken 
under this Act or under the principal Act as amended by this Act or under 
the said sections as continued by virtue of section 4 of this Act as if this Act 
had come into force on the 23rd day of December, 1966 .

2. No remission of revenue to be granted except as allowed under rules. - All 
lessees of revenue from municipal councils, all lessecs of immovable property 
belonging to or vested in municipal councils and all persons who have 
entered into contracts with municipal councils shall beheld strictly to the 
terms of their leases or contracts and no remission shall be granted to them 
except in accordance with the provisions of rules 3 and 4. 

3. Restrictions and control on grant of remission.-- Remission to lessees and 
contractors shall be granted by the municipal council subject to the following 
restrictions and control, namely : 

( a ) remission shall be granted only in cases in which the lessee or 
contractor is prevented from carrying out his part of the lease or contract by 
reason of the occurrence of some extraordinary extrinsic causes which could 
not reasonably have been anticipated , for example , the compulsory closing , 
on account of outbreak of an epidemic , of a market which has been leased out 
or the occurrence of a cyclone resulting in the large-scale uprooting of fruit 
bearing trees which have been leased out for collection of usufructs; 

(b ) the remission granted shall bear a reasonable proportion to the 
loss actually sustained on accountofsuch extraordinary cause as assessed by 
the Commissioner; and 

(c ) when the amount to be remitted exceeds Rs. 1,000 , the previous 
sanction of the Director of Municipalities shall be obtained therefor. 
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4. Penalties to be strictly enforced.- Penalties provided in the lease or 
contract shall be strictly enforced in accordance with the terms of the lease 
or contract. Penalties for belated payment of the amount due to the muni 
cipal council under the lease or contract shall not be remitted except in cases 
where the pryments of instalments ofthe amount due are, in the opinion of 
the Commissioner, fairly regular and the whole amount due to the municipal 
council under the lease or contract is paid before the end of the period to 
which the lease or contract relates .

2. The value of land , the present cost of erecting the building and the 
amount to be deducted for depreciation in the case of any Government 
Building to which clause (a ) of the proviso to sub -section (2) of section 102 
of the Act applies, shall be estimated by a Committee consisting of the 
Revenue Divisional Officer having jurisdiction over the area in which the 
Corporation is situated , the Executive Engineer (Buildings and Roads) of 
the Division concerned and the Commissioner of the Corporation. 

3. (a ) The Commissioner shall convenc and shall - preside over the 
meetings of the Committee . 

(b ) No business shall be transacted by the Committee unless all the 
three members are present. 

(c) On all points where there is a difference of opinion among the 
members of the Committee, the opinion of the majority shall prevail. 

(d ) The Committee shall, before finaily determining in any case the 
value of the land, the present cost of erecting the building and the amount 
to be deducted for depreciation , give a reasonable opporturit, to the Officer 
who ! as administrative control over the premises proposed to be assessed , 
for making representations before the Committee and have due regard to 
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the representations, if any , made in writing or orally by such Officer or by 
any person authorised by him in this behalf. 

4. The present cost of erecting a building , the amount to be deducted 
from such cost on account of depreciation and the value ofthe lands occu 
pied by or appurtenant to the building shall be estimated as laid down 
below : 

(a ) The present cost of erecting a building shallbe deemed to be its 
book value for a period of five years after its construction . 

(b ) In the case of a building which has been in existence for a period 
exceeding 5 years, the present cost of erecting the building shall be fixed by 
the Comınittee. 

(c) The amount to be deducted from the present cost of erecting the 
building on account of depreciation shall also be determined by the Com 
mittee.

(d ) The value of land occupied by or appurtenant to the building 
shall be estimated by the Committee and for this purpose the Committee 
may adopt for its guidance the provisions in the Kerala Municipalities 
(Determination of Capital value of lands) Rules, 1961. 

5. If the net cost of any building in good repair , arrived at after 
allowing depreciation under sub -rule (c ) of rule 4 is found much lower than 
what could be realised, if offered for sale, the Committee may fix the net 
cost of the building at such amount as it may consider ruasonable . 

6. The Committee shall have power to revise its decisions in respect of 
the valuation of a building. The Commissioner or the Officer referred to in 
rule 3 may , not less than 6 days before the commencement of a half year, by 
an application in writing move the Committee that the valuation of any 
building may be altered with effect from that half year. Any objection to 
the alteration of the valuation applied for shall be duly considered by the 
Committee before disposing of the application .

1. Eligibility for admission .---Candidates who have passed the Intermediate 
Examination of the erstwhile Travancore University or Kerala University 
with Physics, Chemistry (including Organic Chemistry and practical) and 
Biology as optionals after 1947 and candidates of other Universities who 
have passed the Intermediate in Science (Medical group ) with practical tests 
will be eligible for admission, Candidates who have qualified for B. Sc.

Candidates who have qualified for B.Sc. Degree (3 years course) of Kerala 
University or of any other University recognised by the University of Kerala 
with Physics or Chemistry or Zoology or Botany as the main subjects 
and any one or two of these subjects as subsidiary subjects shall be eligible 
for admission to the course of study leading to the I M. B. B. S. Examination 
on condition that the candidate has undergone the approved course of study 
in a recognised College in such of the pre-professional subjects (Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology ) as he had not offered for B.Sc.

he/she qualifics for the M. B. B. S. Degree and the bounden shall serve the 
Government in alıy capacity as the Government may direct for 

minimum 
period of 5 years on such terms and conditionsspecified in the appointment 
order and in keeping with the rules governing the appointment from time to 
time, provided that the Government shall be under no obligation to offer 
any employment to the bounden . 

Now the condition ofthe above written obligation is that in the event

BYE - LAWS 
FRAMED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL , FORT GOCHIN FOR TAS 
MANAGEMENT AND CONTROL OF THS LIBRARIES AND READING 
ROOMS UNDER THE CONTROL OF A UNICIPAL COUNCIL , 

FORT COCHIN . 


I Objects. 
1. The ownership and controlof the Libraries and Reading Rooms and 
its properties shall vest in theMunicipal Council, Fort Cochin . 

2. The management of the Library and Reading Room shall vest in a 
Municipal Library Committee constituted by the Municipal Council and 
shall carry out its functions subject to the following rules: 

3. The council may according to its financial position construct; open 
and maintain branch libraries and Reading Rooms within the municipal 
area of Fort Cochin . 

4. No Branch Library or Reading Room shall be opened by the council 
within a radius of 500 metres of a Municipal Library or Reading room or 
any other library or Reading Room receiving grant-in-aid from the Govern 


ment, 


Il Constitution of Committee. 
5. The Municipal Library Committee shall have nine members consist 
ing of the Municipal Chairman , Commissioner, four sitting members of the 
council nominated by the Council , two persons from outside the council 
having special knowledge or experience in Library Administration to be 
nominated by the council and one member.clected by the members of the 
Library maintained by the council from among them according to the rules 
appended. 

6. The Municipal Chairman and Commissioner shall be members of the 
Committee by virtue of their office . 

The term of office of othermember/members shall be one year from the 
date of first mecting of the Committee , after the election of the member/ 
members, unless 

(i) themeinber/members resigns/resign such office. 
(ii) the term of any councillor member as Councillor is determined 

earlier . 
7. An outgoing member of the Committee is eligible for re-election or 
re-nomination as the case may be. 

3. The Chairman , Municipal Council shall be the President of the 
Municipal Library Committee and the Commissioner its Secretary and 
Correspondent. 
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9. The Committee shall meet in the Municipal Office at least once in 
every month and oftener if necessary. The responsibility of convening 
meeting shall be with the President. 

10 (i) No meeting of the committee shall be held unless notice of the day 
and timewhen the meeting is to be held and of the business to be transacted 
there at has been given at least three clear days before the day of the 
meeting. 

Explanation: In the computation of clear days, Sundays and holidays 
are not excluded, but the day of the meeting and the day of receipt of notice 
are excluded. 

(ii) In cases of urgency, the President may convene a meeting on giving 
shorter notice than that specified in sub-rule (1). 

11. - Members of the Committee, absenting from three consecutive meet 
ings of it, without reasonable cause and without notifying in advance to the 
Committee the case of such absence, shall lose the membership of the 
Committee . 

12. Vacancies on the Committee due to the resignation or other cause 
shall be reported by the Secretary to the Council at its next meeting itself . 
Casual vacancies shall be filled up by nomination or election as the case may 
be as provided in clause 7 and such new members shall hold office so long 
as the member in whose place he is elected or nominated would have been 
entitled to hold office if the vacancy had not occured . 

13. The Committee s quorm shall be three. It shall be presided over by 
the President and in his absence by any member other than the Commis 
sioner for the time being, elected by the members present, to preside. 

14. Every member, except the Commissioner, of the Committee shall 
have one vote and the President shall have a second or casting vote in the 
event of votes being equal. 
III Management of Municipal Libraries and 

Reading Rooms. 
15. The Library and Reading Room inaugurated on 7-5-1935 under the 
auspices of the Municipal Council, Fort Cochin , shall be known by the name 
" THE MUNICIPAL JUBILEE LIBRARY AND READING ROOM ” . 

(ii) The Reading Room inaugurated on 16-10-1948 in Fort Vypeen 
under the auspices of the Municipal Council, Fort Cochin , shall be known 
by the name " VYPEEN READİNG ROOM ” . 

16. The Municipal Council shall sanction the appointment of a full time 
or part time Librarian, and such other staff as are necessary for the day-to 
day management of the Library and Reading Room . The Librarian shall 
be responsible for the stocks and accounts pertaining to the institution . 
Any , person appointed as Librarian shall furnish a security of Rupees two 
hundred . 
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17. The employees of the Library and Reading Room will be the 
members of the establishment of the Municipal Council and shall be regu 
lated by the service conditions applicable to Municipal employees from time 


to time. 
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18. There shall be two sections for the Library and a Reading Room . 
Viz : -- 1. Adult section . 

2. Children s section . 
19. (i) Membership of the Library shall be divided into three classes , 
A , B and C and a cash security at the following rates shall be deposited with 
theMunicipal Council at the Municipal Office by the members. 
A class member 

Rs. 20 
B class member 

5 
C class member 
( ii) Children s section shall be open to C class members only who 
have not completed 12 years of age. 

(iii) Members of the Municipal Council sball be ex -officio members of 
the Library and Reading Room and they shall have all the privileges of the 
members of the Library. 

(iv ) The cash security shall be returned whenever a member resigns his 
membership . 

20. The Reading Room shall be free to all persons. 

21. No monthly subscription or admission fee shall be levied from the 
members. 

22. " A " class member shall be privileged to take three books at a time 
and use them for a maximum period of two weeks, and B class member and 
C class member one book at a time for a maximum period of one week . 

23. Persons desiring to be enrolled as members of the Library shall 
apply to the Secretary in the Prescribed form , which can be had free, along 
with the cash security for the class desired or eligible. 

24. Persons who have not completed 18 years of age shall be sponsored 
for membership by their guardian who should certify in the application form 
agreeing to make good any damage or loss that may be caused to the books 
taken out from the Library by such members. 

25. The Committee shall have the power to refuse membership of the 
Library to anyone if the Committee deems advisable. 

26. The Committee shall have the power to demand any applicant to 
offer one or more surcties to their satisfaction if it is deemed necessary by 
the Committee . 

27. Membership of the Library is not transferable. 

28. The amount of damages to be paid by any member for any book or 
books damaged or lost shall be fixed by the Library Committee with 
reference to the latest value of the book, or value of similar books. Such 
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amount shall be recoverable from the members concerned and if the amount 
is not paid on demand it shall be set off from the cash security deposited by 
such member . If there be any deficiency it shall be recoverable under the 
provisions the Kerala Municipalities Act for the realisation of Municipal 
dues. Members whose securities have been set off under the foregoing rule 
shall have to furnish the necessary security deposit afresh if they desire to 
continue as a member again . 

29. Any men ber desirous of taking out books from the Library shall 
first apply to the Librarian and acknowledge receipt of the books when they 
are received. 

30. In respect of taking out books the first applicant shall have a prior 
claim . Such priority shall lapse if the book applied for is not taken out by 
the prior applicantwithin twenty four hours. 

31. When there are more than one applicant for a book, the librarian 
sha l have the discretion to demand the return of the book before the end of 
the prescribed time or to restrict the period of issue. 

32. The Secretary shall have the power to demand by notice addressed 
to any member or all members the return of books taken out by the member 
or inembers when the books are not returned within the due date or for 
purpose of verifying stock or for other purposes and the member or members 
shall be liable to return the books to the Library before the date specified in 
the notice. For the book or books not returned before the date specific in 
the notice the membership of such member or members shall be liable for 
cancellation and all amounts due from them shall be recoverable from them 
according to the provisions in rule 31. 

33. In respect of members who have not completed 18 years of age 
including C class members, the guardian shall be liable to pay all amounts 
due from his ward the loss if any, caused by the acts of the ward . 

34. A membermay resign his membership after giving written intima 
tion to the Secretary. He will continue to be a member unless he submits 
his resignation or his name is removed from the register. 

35. The following days, all Sundays and mornings of all other holidays 
declared by the Government except Sundays shall be holidays for thic Library 
and Reading Room . 
1. Republic Day. 

7. Independence day . 
2. Ramzan . 

8. Thiru Onam . 
3. Vishu 

9. Miladi Sheriff . 
4. Bakrid . 

10. Deepavali . 
5. Good Friday. 

11. Christmas Day. 
6. Easter. 
The Committee shall have the power to declare any other day, or days 
as holidays for the Library or Reading Room section or for both . 

36. (a ) The Reading room shall be open for the public on all days 
except the holidays mentioned above between 8:30 and 11.30 in the morning 
and 4 and 8 in the evening . 
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(b ) The Library will function between 8.30 and 11:30 in the 
.morning and 4 and 7 in the evening on all days except Sundays and the 
holidays mentioned above. 

(c) The Library Committee shall have the power to change the 
working hours of the Library and Reading Room . 

37. Complete silence shall be observed in the Reading Room and the 
news papers and other publications kept there shall be handled with care. 

38. No one shall remove outside the Reading Room or tear or spoil 
any news paper or other publication that is kept in the Library and Reading 
Room . 

39. Books including reference books, news papers and other publica 
Hons, shall be permitted to be read within the premises of the Reading Room 
during the period it is open . Reference books shall in no case be allowed to 
be taken out. Any other book also may be refused according to the decision 
of the Comi ttee. 

40. No one shall smoke or chew or chat or create any other disturbance 
within the Reading Room . 

41. Readers in the Reading Room or Library shall be subject to the 
control of the Librarian . Any person having any contagious disease, or who 
is dressed in dirty clothes or who is of suspicious conduct or character shall 
not be admitted to the Reading Room or Library. 

42. Complaints if any, against the Librarian or any other employees of 
the Library and Reading Room shall be made in writing to the Secretary . 

43. All registers prescribed for the Library ard Reading Room shall be 
carefully maintained upto date by the Librarian and they shall be subject to 
the scrutiny of the Chairman , Secretary and members of the Library 
Committee . 

44. Donations, Grants, receipts from sale of old news papers and 
magazines etc., shall be credited under a separite head called " Receipts from 
Library and Reading Room " . 

45. A visitor s diary shall be kept to endorse the opinions of 
distinguished persons visiting the Library and Reading Room . 

46. Any person desirous of making use of the Library and Reading 
Room shall enter his name and sign in a book maintained for the pirpose. 

47. The Secretary or any other Municipal Subordinate authorised b 
him shall once in every year, verify, the stock of books in the library and 
other articles and he shall report to the Committee any deficiency noted by 
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48. The Secretary shall claim grants from the Granda Sala Sangare 
every year for the library affiliated to the Sangham and shall utilise the 
grant amount within the prescribed time subject to the rules and conditions 
of the Granda Sala Sangham . 

49. No books, periodicals, magazines etc. shallbe purchased or placed 
in the Library or reading room without the approval of the Committee. 
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IV . General 
50. Any dispute arising about the interpretation of any of the bye 
laws shall be decided by the Commissioner at the first instance and an 
appeal against that decision shall lie to the Council whose decision thereon 
shall be final. 

51. Any matter connected with the Library and Reading Room not 
coming within these bye-laws shall be decided by the council on such 
recommendation of the committee . 

52. A breach of any of these bye -laws shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to ten rupees and in case of continuing breach with fine 
which may extend to rupees five every day during which breach continued 
after receipt of notice from the Secretary to discontinue such breach . 

53. Copies of these bye- laws shall be printed and supplied to the 
members at a cost fixed by the council. 

54. The bye-laws shall come into force on the date of their publication 
in the Government Gazette .
